last night the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
after stating that the Government would re- 
quire £6,Q00,000 for use in case the present 
peace negotiations should fail, gave 
a statement of Russia's conditions 
as communicated by the Russian Ambas- 
sidor, agreeing exactly with my dispatch of 
last Saturday.

The Chancellor faded that from subseq uetit 
information he bad not the slightest doubt that 
Russia intended this question to be settled 
separately between herself and the Porte, not 
of course excluding Engiand from the ultimate 
discussion, for Russia cannot exclude 
England.

In the House of Lords this evening Lord 
Derby, in a few words, explained that he had 
tendered his resignation because the Govern- 
ment decided on a step with which he could not 
agree, but in thirty-six hours, circumstances 
having changed and the Government reconsid- 
ering its decision, be withdrew his resignation. 

A resolution of Lord Stratneden that opposi- 
tion to any occupation of Constantinople would 
not be a breach of neutrality was withdrawn, 
Lord Derby opposing it as of a purely abstract 
character. 

THE OPPOSITION. 

The Press Association understands that upon 
the announcement that the Government would 
consider the money vote to bea vote of con- 
fidence, Lords Granville, Ripon, and Kimberly, 
and some of the other Opposition leaders, hastily 
conterred together, and, although no definite 
resolution was taken, it is understood the Oppo- 
sition will accept tbe Goverument's chal- 
lenge and arraign the whole Eastern 
policy.

PASSAGE OF THE MATTHEWS HESOLUTION IN THE 
HOUSE.

Wasnixdrox, D. C., Jan. 28.—The House 
passed the Matthews resolution declartug that 
the Government debt is payable ing silver coin 
by very much mor than a two-thirds vote, and 
without debate. Ihe vote was 187 ayes to 79 
noes. There have been no material changes in 
the geographical or party classification of the 
vote since the original vote upon the Bland bill. 
The seveuty-nine votes came from the States of 
New York, of New England, one in Florida, a 
few in Pennsylvania and New Jersey,one in Mis- 
souri, one or two jn California, one in Virgi- 
nia, Maryland, and Texas. A very considerable 
portion of the States cast their solid. vote for 
the resolution. The silver-men are a great deal 
encouraged, and think they have gained some- 
thing in the House in consequence of the de- 
bate in the Senate, There was a considerable 
attempt to finbuster to prevent the passage of 
the resolution, but those who are opposed to it, 
seeing that the task would be a futile one, aad 
could result only in a waste of time and vital 
energy, abandoned the job. 

IN THE SENATE 
the Silver bill, as jt came from the Committee, 
was discussed the entire day, Morrill, of Ver- 
mont, Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
occupying the whole time iw an elaborate and 
prosy speech of the gold school. 
SENATOR BARNUM, 
Chairman of the National Democrati: Commit- 
tee, has been interviewed, and says that the 
vote-on the Matthews resolution shows a two- 
thirds majority for the Silver bill. If a full 
Senate votes on the bill, it will not alter the re- 
suit. Windom, who voted with us on the reso- 
lution, will vote forthe bili. He saidso. It is 
a foregone conclusion that the bill will become 
a law, even over a veto, if it comes to that. It 
will not disturb the Democratic party at all. 
The Democrats who oppose the Silver bill will 
acquiesce, and stand to their principles just as 
truly as if their policy had been adopted. Gen. 
Ewing and others will find themselves mistaken. 
The passage of the Silver bill 
WILL SETTLE THE WHOLE QUESTION, 
and the party will take its course as united and 
solid as ever. We do not believe that it is the 
best financial policy, but the difference does not 
involve an abandonment of our principles. No, 
sir; the party will not get rid of us so easily. 
We will stand by it. There is no danger of this 
question splitting the Democracy in the cain- 
paign of 1880.

(BANNING’S BILL. ‘ 
Wastinorton, D. C., Jan. 28.—The bill intro- 


' duced in the House by Gen. Banning for the reor- 


ganization of the army reduces the number of 
enlisted men to 20,000 and the number of regi- 
mental organizations as follows: Cavalry regi- 
ments, from ten to six: artillery regiments, 
from five to three; infantry regiments, from 
twenty-five to ffteen; makes infantry regiments 
consist of thre@ battalions of four companies 
each, of which two battalions shall con- 
stitute the peace establishment; provides 
for the reorganization and reduction 
of the Adjutant-General’s and In- 
spector-General’s Departments, and for 
filling certain of the grades by details from the 
line of the army; abolishes the Bureau of Mili- 
tary Justice, and provides forthe detail of an 


Colonel; provities for the consolidation of the 
Quartermaster’s Subsistence Departments into 
one organization, to be known as the Depart- 
ment of Supplies,—making a great reduction in 
the number of oflicefs, and filling grades by de- 
tails from the ime of the army; require the 
War to report to the next 
session of Congress what reductions can be made 
in the Medical Devartment; reorganizes the 
Pay Department, making the Paymaster-Gen-

All appointments to the grade of Sec- 
ond Lieutenant shall be made from gradnates 
of West Point and noa-rommissioned officers of 
the army; werthy officers shall each year be eent 
from regimenta,before the Board. No oflicer to 
be detailed to pervicc in any staff department 
till he shall hive served five years with his 
command. Details cannot exceed four years in 
any one staff department at auy time. Head- 

uarters of the army in time of peace to be at 
Washington, and all orders tobe issued through 
the General of the Army. Details of officers as 
Presidents of Colleges, etc., shall be only made 
from oflicers ona retired list. Officers to be ro- 
tired at the age of 62 of after 45 years of serv- 
ice. Officers who have received a yote of thanks 
from Congress inay be retained until they have 
served tifty-live| years. : 

Laundresses abolished, except wives of sol- 
diers, who continue until the expiration of the 
term of enlistment of their busbands. Tae 
bill localizes thé recruiting to be done by details 
of ofiivers from each regiment; abolishes the 
grade of Conipany Wagoner; extra Lieutenants 
as Adjutants and Quartermasters are abolished, 
such offices ta be filled hereafter by revi- 
mental detailg of the same rank. Mili- 
tary Division and Department headquar- 
ters to be @stablished upon Government 
property. Autkorizes the President to make 
rezulations for the army; ‘provided that all 
chiefs of staff departments, in matters of ac- 
countability — administration, shall be under 
the Sceretary of War, and in matters connected 
with military operations shall be chiefs of statt 
to the General of the Army. Hereafter no 
civilians to be Professors at the Military Acad- 
emy, but Professorships to be filled by details 
from the army. 

a THE ARMY PAY-BILL 

introduced by (Gen. Banning fixcs the annual 
pay ot officers of tne army as follows; The 
Geveral, $10,000 a year; Lieutenant-General, 
88.000; Maior-General, $5,000; Brigadier-Gen- 
eral, $5,000; Cplonel, $3,000; Lieutenant-Col- 
onc], $2,500; Mor, 82,000; Cantain (mounted), 
81, 80: Captain (not mouyted), $1,609; First 
Lieutenant (monnted), 81.600; First Lieutenant 
(not mounte®, $1,400: Second Lieutenant 
(mounted), $1200; Second Lieutenant (not 
mounted), 81,000; Ordunnce Storekeeper, $1,600. 

The second bection makes considerable re- 
auctions in allowances for forage and for rent 
o quarters. 

Sec. 8 ineredscs the monthly pay of*non- 
vommisioned Officers as follows: Sergeant- 
Major, from $8 to 234 per month; Quarter- 
maste Sergeant, from 822 to 833; Chief 
Trumpeter, fram $22 to 824; First Sergeant, 
from $22 to $38: Sergeants, from $17 to $24; 
al! Corporals, from $15 to $20 per month. 

The bill redutes the pay of commissioned offi- 
ecrs, including: allowances for quarters, fuel, 
and forage, in found numbers about $1,250,000 
per annum. It increases the total pay of non- 
commissioned Officers about $55,000 a year, Dut 
this will be mich more than compensated by 
the reduction in the number of those men pro- 
vided forin Gen. Banning’s bill to reorganize 
the army. The two bills reduce the cost of the 
army between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000.

He examined the establishment and swore 
various employes and subordinate officers, and 
obtained a clear insight into the management of 
the institution. his practical examination 
overthrew much of the defense which the ol- 
ficers have been trying bard to make. 

DOCTOKRING SUGARS. 

A new defect in the Appraiser’s office in New 
York has been discovered. The sugar experts 
employed by the Government report that the 
original cause of the aimeulty as regards 

emarara sugar arose from the negligence 

the examiners in the Appraiser’s office 
in New York. If they had reported the 
fact of the sudden change in the outward ap- 
pearance of the sugars the great frauds would 
ot have been possible. The goods were, how- 
ever, passed without notice or criticism, and 
now, ou the eve of a revision of the tariff, par- 
ties are appearing before the Ways and Means 
Committee to cure this evil. 

INDORSED. 

There are rumors that Secretary Sherman is 
not pleased with the action of Attorney-General 
Devens with respect to the Louisiana Returning 
Board. and thinks that the Administration 
should not abandon Wells and Anderson in 
their extremity. There was a conference of 
several of the Cabinet today, but it is under- 
stood. that the posttion taken by the Attorney- 
General wae fully indorsed by the President. 

SUPREME-COURT DECISION. 
To the Western Associated Press. . 

Wasninoton, D. C., Jan. 28.—The following 
decision was rendered in the Supreme Court to- 
day: No. 121, Deming et al. vs. Perdicaries et 
al., appeal from the @ircuit Court, District of 
South Carolina. The question in this case ts 
between the holders of stock of the Charleston 
Gaslight Company, who purchased at a confis- 
¢ation-sale hy the Confederate States, and the 
original holggrs oi the stock, The Court 
sustains the title of the latter, holding that 
it is settlea so fully that the principle 
is axiomatic that all acts done in aid of the 
Rebellion were illegal and of no validity, and 
that it would be a waste of time to discuss 
the question that the sale gave no rights to the 
purchasers and took none from the loyal own- 
ers. In contemplation of the law the rightful 
relations of both to the property were just the 
same afterwards that they were before; and as 
to those who have taken by transfer from the 
purchasers, it is said that they can be no better 
off than their vendors. 21 

INTEREST ON BANK SECURITIES. 

The Secretary of the Treasury to-day, in an- 
swer to a resolution of the House, sent a com- 
munication to that body showing the amount of 
interest paid in coin and currency to National 
Bavks from bonds held by the Treasurer for the 
security and redemption of the currency issues 
of said banks from 1863 to Jan. 1, 1870. The re- 
capitulation shows coir interest so paid, 8244. 
273,271: currency interest, $38,559,285. Total, 
$252,587 556.

THE 4 PER CENTS. 

The popular subscription to the 4 per cent 
loan to-day acgregateed about 8600, 000, making 
the total subscriptions to date about $2,600,000. 
Eight banks were to-day designaftd as de- 
positories in addition to those alfeady engaged 
in receiving deposits under the recent circular 
of the Department. 

RETRENCHMENT. 

A reduction in the (Philadelphia Custom- 
House was decided upon by the Secretary of the 
Treasury to-day. Ten officers will be dispensed 
with, making a net reduction in salaries of 813. 
197. The order forthe reduction is to go into 
effect on the Ist of February. 

‘The United State Attorney of South Carolina, 
writing to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue in response to inquiries concerning the 
recent escape of prisoners while in custody ot 
Deputy United States Marshal Pitman, says he 
does not think the Veputy-Marshal connived at 
their escape.

A DRAWBACK ON TOBACCO.

24 cents per pound shall 
take effect, there shall be an allowance of draw- 
back to all persons who, at the time such act 
takes effect, lawfully own and possess manufac- 
tured tobacco on which the internal tax of 24 
cents per hound has been paid by suitable reve- 
nue stamps properly affixed to the same, pro- 
vided that no claim shall be entertained or al- 
lowed for allowance of drawback for any sum 
less than $50,000. 

THE UTAH ELECTIV® BILL. 

Cannon, Mormon Dele- 
gate in Congress, Dr. Mary Walker, and Mrs. 
Spencer, of this city, had a Xearing before the 
House Sub-Committee on Territories to-day in 
opposition to the Utan Elective bill, giving the 

»cople of that Territory a secret ballot, and dis- 

rancnising polygamists and women. Mr. Cannon 
denied the existence of a unton of the Church 
and State, and declared the demand on Con- 
grees fur a free allot to be without reason it 
fact, as those non-Mormons who are making 
such demand are simply carpet-baggers and ad- 
venturers. Dr. Mary Walker protested against 
Congressional interference wit Mormon polyg- 
amists, on the ground that the Utah system of 
marriage from a physiological standpoint is 
an improvement on monogamy, and a more 
enlightened phase of the social evil. Mrs. 
Spencer, a strong Woman’s-Richts advocate, 
based her objection to distranchising the polyg- 
amists in Utah on the ground that it would be 
in bad taste for the Congress of the United 
States, which she declared to be composed in 
part of practical polygamists, to interfere with 
the Mormons. It is understood that the Com- 
mittee will soon report the bill.

Mr. Morrill madea long speech in opposition 
thereto. He argued that to sustain the silver 
standard would cost annually about 1 — cent for 
abrasion, while that of gold would not exceed one- 
twentieth of 1 percent. The double standard pat 
forth by the United States on the terms now pro- 
posed would be only soin name. As to paying the 
debt in silver, Ar. Morrill held that it would cost 
I per cent more to coin silver than gold, and 1 
per cent more to maintain it would be lost. He 
alluded to the disastrous effect on our credit of such 
payment, and said to allow duties to be paid in 
silver would be a _ atriking boon suddenly 
granted to foreign industry without any advantage- 
ous equivalent. To use depreciated silver in the 
paymentof pensions and war creditors would be 
shaving them only to give the shave to later and 
less deserving foreign creditors eager to. supplant 
our people by furnishing larger supplies of foreign 
products. hose who first received a depreciated 
currency. not owing debts where it can and will be 

romptly applied, would bear all the loss, The 
abor of this country is entitled to be paid in the 
best money the world affords. Prohibit the circu- 
lation of al! small bills, then stlver or gold virrual- 
ly would fill the vacuum and specie resumption 
might not only be facilitated, but maintained with 
little apprehensi of interruption. There has 
been so large an increase of the stock of silver 
as of itself to affect a positive reduc- 
tion in ite value, and this result 
has been confirmed and made irreversible 
by the new and extensive Enropean disuse of 
silver coinage. He indicated the advisability of 
obtaining co-operation of other leading nations in 
fixing upon a common ratio of value between gold 
and silver before embarking upon a course of in- 
dependent action from which there pould be no 
retreat. He also argued to show Mat, even in 
the lower pecuniary sense of profit. the Govern- 
ment of the United States couid not be the gainer 
by zpropoeing to pay either the public debt or 
United States notes in silver; that such a payment 
would violate public pledges as to the whole, and 
violate existing statutes es to all that part of the 
debt contracted since 1870, and for which gold 
has been received; that the remonetization 
of silver means the banishment of gold. 
and our degredation among nations to 
a second or third rank; that it would 
be a sweeping 10 per cent reduction of 
all duties on imports, reauiring the imposition of 
new taxes to that extent; that it would prevent 
the further funding of the public debt at g lower 
rate of interest, and give to the present holders of 
our 6 per cent bonds a great advantage: tuat in- 
stead of aiding resumption it would only inflate a 
currency already too long depreciated, and consign 
it to a etill lower depth; that instead of being a 
tonic to spur idle capital once more into activity, 
it would be its bane, destructive of all vitality, 
and that as a permanent silver standard it would 
not only be void of all stability and rhe dearest 
end clumsiest in its introdaction and maintenance, 
but that it would reduce the wages of labor to the 
full extent of the difference there might be be- 
tween its purchasing power and tbat of gold, 

In conclusion, he said: Should the bill become 
alaw without fundamental amendment, and the 
evils I have anticipated not be verified, there is no 
one who would rejoice more than myself; but I 
cannot shut my eyes to the teachings of eminent 
men who have adorned our history in the conduct of 
our national affairs, and I cannot avoid the conclu- 
sion that while we may coin dollars containing as 
littie silver as we please. yet they will not secure 
more than a local recognition, nor exempt us from 
frequent and great disasters, and at last we shall 
have none of that money which represents the 
combined wants of the poor and rich, not less than 
those of the great commercial interests of the hu- 
man race. 

At the concinsion of Mr. Morrill’s remarks Mr. 
Wallace (Pa.) took the floor with the unferstand- 
ing that be would proceed with his argument to- 
morrow.

Des Moss, Ia., Jan. 28.—Both Houses of 
the General Assembly were in session to-day. 

In the Senate bills were introduced by Mr. 
Meyer relating to the introduction of witnesses 
in criminal cases; by Mr. Bronson, providing 
for commutation of the sentence of criminals in 
tue additional Penitentiary at Anamosa for 
good behavior; by Mr. Russell, to abolish pre- 
liminary examinations in certain cases; by Mr. 
Kinnee, in relation to lost instruments and pro- 
ceedings thereon; by the same, to prohibit Jus- 
tices of the Peace and attorneys from occupying 
the same room as an office; by Mr. Ham, 
requiring County Recorders *o provide and keep 
on file an abstract of Judgments of the United 
States District and Circuit Courts; by Mr. Wil- 
son to provide for ditching lapds by open or tile 
drains; by Mr. Stoneman, if relation to taxes 
voted in aid of railroads. 

The House resolution instructing Senators 
and requesting Representatives to vote for the 
repeal of the Bankrupt law came up, and was 
readg@ third time. 

Senator Woolson offered a substitute, that, 
in the judgment of the General As- 
sembly, the law should be _ repealed 
immediately, but not instructing Senators or 
Representatives. The substitute was adopted 
and afterwards reconsidered, and Senator 
Young moved a substitute favoring such 
amendments of the law as should correct its 
abuses. Quite an extensive debate followed, in 
which Senators McCord, Woolson, Dashiel, 
Russell, Young, Stovueman, Foster, and Miller 
took part. 

Adjournment was had before a vote was 
reached. 

In the House, bills were introduced by Mr. 
Wilson, of Polk, to authorize cities of the first 
and second class to provide for the con- 
struction of levees; by Mr. Holbrook, re- 
oulrmg School Boards to adopt text-books 
for the use of schools; by Mr. Fast, fixing the 
compensation of Sferiffs; by Mr. Parker, to re- 
duce the charges for Supreme Court reports to 
$3 per volume; by Mr. Duncan, in relation 
to the negotiability of notes given for patent 
rights; by Mr. Alford, to prevent the spread of 
cockle-burr and Canada thistles. 

Ktesolutions were introduced by Mr. Water- 
mau, that all resolutions on national finance be 
submitted to the House without debate, which 
was tabled. 

After some debate, in which Mr. Stone, of 
Marion, was the leader in opposition, O’Don-

After adjournment of the Senate to-night the 
Republican Senators held a caucus to take into 
consideration the question of the confirmation 
of Jerry Rusk’s appointment as Railroad Com- 
missioner. Mr. Rusk sent in word by Chief- 
Clerk Turner that, if a majority of the Repub- 
licans were against him, he would withdraw in 
the morning. A vote was then taken, resulting 
5 for confirmation and 11 againgg, five Senators 
being absent. This would, with the Democrats 
voting in opposition, make the result in the 
open Senate 22 against confirmation to 11 for. 
The caucus then adjourned. 

The Democrats will hold a caucus previous to 
the morning session. 

Mr. Rusk is expected to withdraw the first 
thing in the morning. His letter will state 
that he never sought the position, did not know 
of Goy. Smith’s ever having thought of him till 
informed of his nomination by telegrapa, and 
would not accept under any circumstances. 

In the caucus Senator Price made an extended 
speech opposing the nomination on political 
grounds, saying that Mr. Rusk’s appointment 
would go far to disrupt the Republican party in 
the State. There is great excitement to-night 
over the situation, and the opposition to Mr. 
Rusk is more bitter than ever. He declares 
himself a much injared and maligned individ- 


ual. 

Later information direct from the Governor

AN ARMENTAN HOUSE. 
Correspondence London Daily Newea. 

We were shown to the house of the chief man 
of the place, an unhappy individual, who, be 
the new-comers Christigns or Mussulmans, is 
responsible for everything. Then we entered 
the chief man’s house. It was a low, long 
building, the walls seven feet high, of rough 
stone rudely piled. The flat earth roof was 
thickly covered with snow. A long passage led 
to a stable, occupied byihalf a dozen cows, buf- 
falo calves, and horses. An odor of ammonia 
exhaled from the place. In one corner, and 
separated only by alow wooden partition, was 
the oda the “guest chamber,“ A kind of 
pathwav ran up its midst, eonducting to a 
stove-like fire-place, where ¢attle-~lroppings, 
kneaded with earth, gmouldered dimly. On 
either side the pathway were bands of wood, 
indicating the divans, Where 4 kind of rush 
matting covered the beaten earth up to the 
rough wall. A mattrdss, two pillows, and a 
stuffed cotton quilt wefe luxuries accorded to 
the stranger guest. The level of the floors being 
considerably below that of the ground oftside, 
and the roof of rough beams arched slightly, 
the chamber had a much larger and ainer 
appearance than coulil be expected within 
the squat semi-subterranean building one 
looked at from the gutside. In a kind of 
low gable opposite the fire-place a single 
window eight inches square, aud glosed with 
white greased paver, admitted à dim light. 
Coming in from the bitgding glare of the snowy 
plain, it was like entering a coal-cellar. At 
one's elbow, shut off ohly by a partition eight- 
een inches high, cows aud calves munched their 
chopped straw. To inhabit the oda of an Arme- 
nian peasant’s house is literally to inhabit a 
stable. Ali the sights, Sounds, and odors of a 
rude. close stable are jmlpable to a degree far 
from pleasant. From the spate outside the 
stabie-door ran long cbrridors oi unplastered, 
uncemented rubble m@sonry, ‘leading to the 
different chambers. Tlie oda of the female por- 
tien of the familv was a great square chamber, 
thirty feet either way, roofed with the pe- 
culiar kind of cupolacommon in these countries. 
Great beams cross diag @naliy above the corners, 
others cross these in an @pposite, sense, cach tier 
advancing more than that below it over the 
centre of the room, till after six or seven tiers a 
dome is formed, having in its summit a square 
opening though whieh come air and light. 
There are a great many other chambers, devoted 
to storing grain, chopped straw, and hay, and 
agricultural implements, These houses are ad- 
mirably adapted to the extremes of tempera- 
ture ot this climate. In summer the thick walls 
and earth-covered roofs keep the rooms com par- 
atively cool; and wep, as how, the cold is 
almost insupportable outside, the oda, under 
the joint influence of dung-dre and the animals 
collected alongside, is quite Warm. Owing to 
this mild temperature Within the chambers even 
now stray ilies are to bé seem; and, I am sorry 
to add, other more objectionatile specimens of 
the insect creation. All night long one is dis- 
turbed by the groaning and complaining of the 
neighboring quadrupeds; and long ere dawn 
shows faintly athwart the paper square in the 
gable, the piaintive lowimg of hungry calves, 
and the angry cries of quarrelsome horses breaks 
one's rest. Even now, at 10 at night, various

BLOOMINGTON, Ind., Jan. 24.—Mr. Thomas Min- 
shall. of Dubuque, Ia is in Indiana looking up 
evidence in tne interegt of an extraordinary and 
immense claim wrainst the Government, which 
he Will lay before Congress in afew days.

Minshall has been in the vicinity of Vincennes 
the last few days, und has in his possession a 
deed to the greater portion of the State of II, 
nois, made to his grant-great-grandtfather and 
nineteen others at Fort Gage, in 1773, by ten 
Indian Chiefs. 

The deed is an ancient-looking document, and 
he signatures of the Chiefs, some of whom 
signed by a cross. and others by the representa- 
tion of fish, bears’ hegds, et@, were witnessed 
by Hugh Lord, “qmmanding the Illinois 
country’ at that time, anti other officers 
of the British army at Fort Gage.

GOV. HENDRICKS ON RESUMPTION. 
Correspondence Cincinnati Commercial. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 25.—1 called to see Gov. 
Hendricks this morning, and was fortunate in 
finding him disengaged and in a social mood. 
He was so agreeable, so full of humor and sug- 
gestive thought, that it seemed a pity to inter- 
pose a word of politics, but the demands of the 
press are imperative, and 1 broached the sub- 
ject. To my relief there was no change in his 
countenance or manner, and the following con- 
versation ensued: ä 
Correspondent—One of your political friends 
has just told me you would address the coming 
Democratic State Convention of Feb. 20, in re- 


any objection to statiug your views in advance! 

Gov. Hendricks—Let me ask upou what ques- 
tions you wish to know my views? 

Correspondent—Resumption and silver. 

Gov. Hendricks—You know Very well what I 
think about the Resumption law. I made my 
objections to it very fully in the Ohio campaign 
of 1875. 

Correspondent—What do you think of the re- 
peal of the Resumption law! 

Gov. Hendricks—I do not feel that the repeal 
of the Resumption law eis a question. Its fate 
was scaled by the inauguration of Mr. Hayes, 
who is pledged to sustain it. Every man who 
voted for Mr. Hayes voted for the enforcement 
of the Resumption law. Its repeal will be ve- 
toed vy Mr. Hayes, who in so doing will carrv 
out the views he clearly and positively expressed 
before he was inaugurated. No man who voted 
for him could fail to understand these views, and 
it would be unreasonable to expect him to act 
otherwise. If any such idea was enterained, the 
appointment of John Sherman as Secretary of the 
Treasury was enough to, show its fallacy. John 
Sherman, whose views and purposes are not modi- 
fied by any consideration for the wants, hopes, 
welfare, or sufferings of the people, was made 
master of the position. 

The Resumption law has brought evil, and no 
good to the country. It has not even contributed 
to specie payment? 

Correspoudent —W hat has? 

Gov. Hendricks—The approach of paper and 
gola towards each other in value has been the re- 
sult of a fortunate foreign trade. Balances of 
trade being in our favor, the tendency of gold has 
been towards our markets. Thisis illustrated by 
the two vesecls now upon the ocean, each bringing 
us a million of dollars in gold. 

| Hendricks overreaches himself, and proves too 
much forthe position. If the Resumption act of 
1875 has had no effect in reducing the premium on 
greenbacks, then it can have done no harm. If 
greenbacks rise another centanaa half they will 
be at par with gold, and that is all that resump- 
tion provides ford and if resumption 16 to come 
before the act takes effect its repeal would do no 
good. Tue trouble with Hendricks is that he al- 
ways sees pubiic questions from a partisan stand- 
point through the eyes Of a professional dema- 
gogue. — Eh. 

Correspondent—Are you in favor of the remone- 
tization of silver? 

Gov. Hendricks—Certainly. From reliable evi- 
dence on the subject the legislation demonctizing 
silver was moet objectiouabic in its character. The 
people were not consultea at all. They had no in- 
timation that such a thing was being contemplated. 
It seems that moet of the members of Congress had 
no knowledge of what was being done. Because of 
this, if for no other reason, silver money should be 
placed juet where it was. Experience will then 
demonstrate to what extent the depreciation of 
silver below gold has been owing to the fact that it 
Stripped of its quality of moncy—a quality of every 
importance to its value. 

If experience shall establish the fact that there 
is a permanent and increaring difference between 
gold and silver, because of the increased produc- 
tion of the latter, then Congress will be charged 
with the important duty of regulating the coinage 
and value of each, so as to avoid the evilsof a 
double standard. 

Silver has become an important product of this 
country, and, inasmnch as the world recognizes it 
as a money medium of exchange, I cannot see why 
we should not utilize our large product of that 
metal to the greatest extent that may be found 
practicable. Its value, as money, to this country 
Is too great to be thrown away. 

Correspondent— Do vou think the restoration of 
silver would be a breach of the public faitn? 

Gov. Hendricks—By no means. Tne law of 
1869, the first act signed by Gen. Grant, pledged 
the faith and honor of the nation to the payment 
of the public debt incom. The silver dollar was 
then a part of the coin of the country, as honored 
in law and commerce as gold. Neither public 
faith ner private obligation can be impaired by a 
compliance with the contract in its letter and in 
its spirit. To me it is plain that the public faith 
is made more secure by such policies as enable the 
people the more casiiy to mect the country's obli- 
gations. Sure'y, to restore silver money will 
facilitate the discharge of every pubiic obligation, 
and brontote a rciurn to specie payment. A pros- 
perous condition of the country is the best guaranty 
of the observance of public faith. I think Con- 
gressional action upon these questions should be 
taken as promptly as possible. The continued 
agitation causes distrust and uneasiness through- 
out the entire business of the country. L. N.

WHAT IS SPECIE RESUMPTION? 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Jan. 28.—l am ashamed to confess 
that Ido not clearly understand an expression 
which seems to be im everybody’s mouth when 
talking on a subject which is in everybody’s 
mind,—that is, the hard times. It makes no dif- 
ference with whom you converse, before you 
have proceeded far in your interchange of views 
you will be sure to hear the expression, “ return 
to specie payments.”’ It isa phrase which I 
have been led to suspect is not infrequently 
used by people who seem to have no clearer 
idea of it8gmeaning than I. There are some of 
its terms I fully comprehend. For instance, I 
know that payment means the satisfaction of a 
debt, and of course presupposes the existence 
of one. I also understand that specie means 
some kind of metallic money, and when we 
say we will return to specie payments, we imply 

that it was once the custom to pay debts in me- 
tallic money, which custom gas been abandoned 
and that it is proposed to resumeit. By whom 

Between what devtor and ereditor is the con- 
vention to be made! There are only two classes 
of debtors and creditorsy considered as to their 
personality; they are nations, and the indi- 
viduais Who compose them, and as between 
nations and individuals, the nation being be- 
yond any power of compulsion on the part of 
the @dividual, he must of nevessity take what- 
ever the nation chooses to give him, and he is 
therefore as creditor entirely at the mercy of 
his debtor. Again, as the aation always de- 
terminés what shall pass as money between its 
subjects, every creditor is dependent on the 
will of the Gevernment for the kind or quality 
of money which be must receive in payment for 
his debt. . In view of these considerations, the 
return to sole payments is something, what- 
everit is. which must be done, or compelled, by 
the Government. Now, then, does returning 
to specie pa ments mean that every individ- 
val must pay his debts in metallic currency, while 
the natiou shall pay tae mdtvidual in paper money, 

—that is, in written, irredeemable promises to pay 
in metallic money; in fine, that the individual must 


The very statement of the proposition seems to be 
an exposition of ite absurdity. Whenever a Gov- 
ernment issues paper money it must, of necessity, 
be received as a legal payment between the indi- 
viaual- composing it for debts owed them by their 
fellow-citizens; for if it 1s @ promise never to be 
fulfilled, in order to have any value as money there 
must be some legal eflicacy attached to the paper 
by the supreme power of the State making it equal 
to what js named on its face as og There is 
no other theory upon Which the legal-tender 
greenback could have been made. It was issued 
on the theory that Government could make paper 
equal to gola or other coin; it couid not have been 
done on the theory that Goverament could compel 
its gubjects to take its promise in payment of debt; 
that woald have deen confiscution, or taking a 
man s property without due compensation, which 
is expressly pronidited by our Constitution. There- 
fore, i think that returning to specie-payments 
does not mean the passing of a law which shall say 
that the individual shall pay his debts in specie, 
while the Goverament shall pay in paper, because 
such 4 law would result in making paper money 
the carrency of the country. Does the phrase 
** retura to specie-payments'’ mean that the Gov- 
ernment shall probibicthe use of paper as cur- 
rency, and pay to the holder of any of its promises 
in gold the number ‘of dollars mentioned in the 
paper, whether in bonds or currency, or other 
words, that the Government shall pa ali it depts 
in gold, and that its subjects shall do the same? 
In considering this proposition there are two ideas 
involved. namely, the ooligation and the ability of 
the Government todo #0. Are the Government 
debits all due. and has it promised to pay them, in 
gold? Has it the gold wherewithto make the 
liquidation?

REMONETIZE SILVER. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cnc, Jan. 28.—I am in accord with your 
views as to the urgent necessity for the remon- 
etization of silver. The legislation of recent 
years—the financial policy of France, Germany, 
and America—has done ali that legislation could 
do to deprive silver of a market and of a recog- 
pized value on the one hand, and to advance the 
price of gold on the other. No one can reason- 
ably doubt that the policy of this Government 
in demonetizing silver has done incalculable in- 
jury to the commercial interests of the country; 
for, together with the Resumption of Specie- 
Payment act, it encouraged that Aoarding of 
the currency which has been, and still continues 
to be, so fatal to the interest of the whole com- 
munity. This hoarding process has paia the 
hoarders only too well, for apart from the ines- 
timable appreciation of the currency, it has un- 
precedentedly depressed property and the in- 
dustries alike, aud brought not only financial, 
but moral, ruin to thousands. We have now 
struggled through several years of depression, 
hoping the tide would turn; but the tempest of 
financia) disaster is still sweeping on, and prob- 
ably the failures since the first of the vear are 
more numerous, and their consequences even 
more calamitous, than in any other similar period 
since the panic of 1573. The day of improvi- 
dence has long since passed away, and, notwith- 
standing the closest application, and the most 
careful and skillful mavagement, the business- 
man seems doomed to bankruptcy. The strug- 
gle has been, and still is, a hard and a bitter 
ove. How many thousands are there whose 
secret economies and trials cannot be spoken, 
whose morniug aud evening prayer. the earnest- 
ness of which is known ouly in the sanctity of 
home, is ‘* Give us this day our daily bread, and 
deliver us from evil!’ This is no time for cabal- 
istic legislation, financial sophistries, or effete 
abstractions. The people, who are the source of 
national life, of national wealth, and of national 
power, want representation in their own national 
councils, The people are honest. They are 
willing to earn bread by the sweat of the brow,” 
although others eat the bread of idlences ’’: but 
ett that the remonetization of silver and a 
seitied Mnancial policy, based on the recognition of 
silver as money, would give new life to the com- 
mercial and industrial interests of the country, aud 
restore to the nation a happy and contented peo- 
ple, they demand those requisites. The ques- 
tion of redemption of the national debt has 
little” practica re on the question 
at present, although the shylocks of the Eust have 
ingeniously urged that the remonetization of silver 
is repudiation im its worst form. Repudiution, for- 
sooth! It is all the other way; for these silver 
repudiators, after having hoodwinked us and de- 
coved us into legislation which declared that the 
money which we and our fathers had toiled hard 
for was no longer money, thereby virtually robbing 
us of our substunce, now seek to force us to liqui- 
date our indebtedness tn d metal which is ali in 
their own hands. In the past year or two values 
have been adjusting themselves to this state of af- 
fairs, and in the process the people have lost far 
more than the difference between silver and gold, 
or say 10 per cent on the entire public debt. And 
now, with no gold. no silver, and no currency, —for 
the people are unhappily very poor, —we are asked 
to forge fetters for our country and ourselves 
which can only aggravate the present ills. I repeat, 
that the legislation of recent years, per se, has 
done its utmost to deprive silver of a market and 
of a recognized value, with what results we all 
know. And if legislation, per se, has produced 
certain results with reference to silver, why should 
similar results, similar in kind if not in degree, 
not follow similar legislation with reference to 
gold itself? Silver as such has considerably recov- 
ered from the arbitrary and unfortunate legislation 
alluded to. and, despite all, is slowly but surely 
demonstrating, for itself, the old saying, veritas 
prevalebit. We are not ready to redeem our na- 
tional debt, nor is it an object at present; but wie 
a well-directed financial policy, based on bi- metalic 
standards, who shall predict that silver, as such, 
will not appreciate to within a comparatively small 
fraction of the old equivalent’? That is certainly 
the tendency. We fear the financial policy of our 
country has been governed too much by Eastern 
magnates to whom gold is lares et penates, and 
whose opinions, if they have any. are probably 
largely influenced by trans-Atlantic interests, 
which, depend upon tt, have less regard for our in- 
terest and advantage than for their own. Let us 
consult our own interest and advantage in the mat- 
ter,—and while we are just to others let us also be 
just to our country and to ourselves. Your, ro- 
sepectfully, ONE or run Psorusz.”’

SILVER AD INTERNATIONAL 
TRADE. 
To. the Editor of The Tribune. 

MONTREAL, Que., Jan. 26.—How does the de- 
monetization of silver affect forcign or interna- 
tional trade? 

The normal effeots may be exhibited as fol- 
lows: 

Suppose Great Britain and the United States 
contain about the same amount of population, 
and that they have the same amount of metallic 
currency, say $500,000,000, one-half gold, one- 
half silver. They trade with each other. Sup- 
pose, further, that all other nations agree to 
stand aside for a few years to witness the result 
of this international tratlic. 

Assume that a barrel of English-made flour 


answer. 


and a barrel of American flour are each ex- 


changable for $6 of this money. 

England suddenly demonetizes all her siver— 
one-haif ot her currency—and it is gradually 
drafted tothe East. The barrel of English flour 
falls to $3. Its laber value remains the same 
as the labor value of a barrel of American flour, 
—that cannot be altered,—and the barrel of the 
one sent to England, or the barrel of the other 
sent to America, would exchange at par. But 
all internatioval trade is carried on through 
prices established by the relative amounts of 
money and commodities to be exchanged. It is 
now a fact that the barrel of four in 
America js worth, in money, 80, whilst 
it is only worth in Evtland 83. The price 
which the English producer would obtain 
for the fruit of his labor emboodied in a barrel of 
flour would only fetch in America the price of half 
a barrel of flour; the price which the American 
producer would obtain for the fruit of his labor 
embodied in a barrel of flour would fetch in Eu- 
gland the price of two barrels of flour. 

And so of everything produced by industry in 
England. All commodities there would fall 50 
per cent in price. All commodities in America 
would continue to be exchanged at par. 

America would buy in England all the merchan- 
dise she wanted at one-half its value; England 
would buy in America ali sue wanted at double its 
varueé, --that is, double as related to her. 

In a word, so far as international trade went, the 
labor of ten men in Amerjca would be worth the 
labor of twenty men in England. 

Still, a large trade might fora while be carried 
on between the two nations. The amounts of im- 
ports and exports of a country are not the data by 
which the true prosperity of a nation is to be 
found. That is to be soughtinthe moral, sodal, 
and physical condition of the people, —the produc- 
ers of the wealth. Some English people might 
flourish for a time even under the conditions sup- 
posed; the people would descend to poverty and 
ruin. 

Is not this witnessed in England at the present 
day? Is not the poverty of the masses“ her 

reat reproach’ Is not America even already 

ecked with the dreadful plague-spot? 

But let just such a competition as I have sup- 
posed continue long enough, and the United States 
would eventually bleed — 7 to death through 
her internationai trade with that country. 

How perilous, then, is the position of America at 
the present day with her silver demonetized. Is it 
any wonder that England should 1 the full 
standard, or that she sbould ende or with ali her 
might to seduce your great nation into a similar 
road to ruin? WILLIAX Brown. 


RESUMPTION IN FRANCE, 
Henru Carey Baird in Phtiadelphia Incuirer. 

The list of January, 1878, having come and 
gone, and the debt due by the French Govern- 
ment to the Bank of France having been re- 
duced to 300,000,000 francs, and when the 
forced circulation of notes should cease in con- 
formity with the law on the matter,“ it is an in- 
teresting fact to learn from the Paris corre- 
spondent of the London Zconomist that on the 
8d inst. “no notice of the legal resumption of 
specie-payments nad been issued.“ It is true 
that for several years past tne bank has been 
paying specie to the amount of 1,000 francs at a 
single payment, but it has heid in its own hands 
entire and complete control over the matter, 
and all such payments are purely optional. 
Now. not only has the bank not formally and 
legally “resumed,” but it had during the week 
ending Jan. 3 increased its circulation of notes 
$20,000,000, and that circulation then stood at 
$520,000,000, being $51,000,000 more than 
it was in September, 1875. The ‘‘crema- 
tion theory of finance” evidently does

MAJ. AGRAMONTE. 


Dissensions in the Cavalry Battalion. 
Charges and Counter-Charges—Business 
for a Court-Martial, 

The officers of the First Battalion of Cavalry, I. 
N. G., it seems, have gotten into an imbroglio, 
which it would be for the interest of the organiza- 
tion and all parties concerned not to have made 
public. It is one of those rows which are liable 
to occur in all new military organizations, and 
waich almost invariably originate through jealousy 
and ambition. in yestérday morning's Trisune 
appeared a card, jointly signed by Capt. J. 8. 
McKay and Second-Licut. R. S. Rumeay, of Com- 
pany C. reflecting upon the character and integrity 
of Maj. C. H. Montgomerie y Agramonte, 
commander of the battalion. The card stated 
facts, to a certain extent at least, and appeared 
fair on the face of it, but a thorough investigation 
by a TaRinune representgtive yesterday showed 
clearly that in this, as in nearly every case, there 
were two sides to the story. 

CAPT. M’KAY 
was called upon, and related his side of the af- 
fair substantially ag follows: He said that he 
served as the Second Lieutenant of Agramonte at 
the time of the riot, the latter then being in com- 
mand of an organization of civiliaus: that 
phortly afterward the First Regiment of 

Cavalry was formed, and Agramonte 

was elected Captain of Company B. 

Then it was ordered by the Adjutant General that 

this company ehould be divided, so as to make 

two companies. The names of the men were to 

be shaken up in a hat, and the Captains of B and C 

Companies were to draw for private soldiers and 

non-commissioned oflicers. In the meantime, 

Capt. Argamonte was elected Major and Com- 

mander of the Battalion, and Mr. Moynihan was 

elected Captain of B Company. McKay was elect- 
ed Captain of CCompany. The latter claims that 

Maj. Argamonte showed partiality toward 

Company B, and took five of Cs best men 

to put into the other company. It was 

probably tere that the trouble first originated. 

Before Acramonte was clected Major he had devis- 

ed a scheme to raise money for Company B, and 

had made a verbal contract with some varties to 
manufacture uniforms. When C was formed Maj. 

Agramonte went to the officers of both B and C, 

aud told them that he washed his hands of the con- 

tract eutirely, eo far as signing the same was con- 
cerned. So the three officers of Band the three 
ofticers of C Company made a contract with 

Col. Lippincott to furnish these two 

companies with uniforms, binding themselves 

jointly and individually to be responsible for the 
payment of $1,805, in three installments, the first 
to be paid Nov. 27, the Kcond Dec. 27, and the 
third and last installment to be paid within sixty 
days, or about Feb. 27. William R. Allen, First 

Lieutenant of C Company, was appointed Treas- 

urer of the Uniform Fund. Agramonte, McKay 

stated, had collected $140, which he would not, or 

did not, turn over to the Treasurer, but de ted 

in the Central National Bank to Ms own account. 

Hie went away, and the bank bursted. He told the 

ofiicers that he had lost the money, and could pot 

pay it. He said that the officers of Com- 
pany 3 were irresponsible, and = they 
had not exerted themselves to collect a cent. but 
had laid back on their oars and allowed the officers 
of C to do ull the work. This being the case, the 
latter concluded that they would go ahead and pay 
for their half of the contract, and take the uni- 
forms for their own men, 80 far as paid for. Then, 

Capt. McKay says, Maj. Agramonte came back 

from out West and persuaded Lieut. Allen to re- 

sign the Treasurership of the fund. C Company, 
he said, had now forty uniforms paid for, and 
there were fifty men still ununiformed. 

The reporter. in the course of the afternoon, 
paid a visit to the office of 

MAJ. AGRAMONTE, 

on Washington street, and obtained the story of 

that gentleman, which was corroborated by several 

officers of tae battalion who were present, a#this 
was said to be, and appeared to be, a sort of head- 
quarters for them. 

Maj. Agramonte claimed to be the originator of 
the cavalry battalion, and was the first man to 
sign his name to the muster-roll. it was through 
hie influence that Company B was divided and C 
formed. After he was elected Major he told the 
officers that he washed his hands of the contract, 
so far ae signing it, was concerned, though he 
would take it upon bimself to collect all the 
small sums that had been pledged to him per- 
sonally, and would turn them over. At about 5 
o'clock on the eve of his departure for Utah 
and Arizona, he had collected $140. It was 
too late to turn it over to the Treasurer. 
and he deposited it in the Central National Bank, 
where he had an account of his own, leaving an 
order with his wife to draw the money from the 
bank and turn it over to the officers when they 
called for u. He had pledged himself to get $500 
for the two companies. When he returned. he 
found the bank had gone up, and with it the $140. 
But he had since — Stee 30 percent of this, or 
$70, to Lippincott’s a€count, out of his own pocket, 
and he was determined that the battalion should 
lose nothing by the failure. C had all the uni- 
jorms, and B was behind in everything. Soon ak- 
ter his return. Licut. Allen sent in his resignation 
as Treasurer of the fund, whicn he (Agramonte) 
refused to accept, am! had not accepted yet. ile 
showed the writer the resignation, and said that 
Allen told him there was a great deal of crooked- 
ness going on, and he could not longer fll the 
position. ‘ 

To go beckward a littie, Capt. McKay told the re- 
porter that the Lieutenants of his company were 

PREPARING CHARGES 

against Maj. Agrumonte, which would pre- 
ferred against him in a few days. These Charges 
were for disreputable practice, as shown by the 
Bar Association of Chicago, and for conduct unbe- 
coming an officer. Maj. Agramonte stated that 
his sin against his profession was committed 
through ignorance, and that he had written a lets 
ter of apology to the D Ile read the let- 
ter, and said he had been told by Mr. Adolph 
Moses that it was highly satisfactory, or words to 
that effect. This maiter had nothing to de with 
his military business. In reply to a question 
of the reporter, he stated that he had preferred 
charges aguinst McKay for disobeying orders. He 
had issued an order, as commander of the battal- 
jon, that the subscriggion lists should be returned 
to headquarters, and ap accurate account should 
be made of al} receipts, disbursements, fines, and 
dues of all the companies in the organization, 
which be hadaright to do as commander. This 
order Capt. McKay refased to obey. 

Maj. Agramonte’s statements were proved and 
corrovorated by other officers of the battalion. 
Adjt. Anderson, Capt. Moynihun, of B Company, 
and First Lieut. Alien, of C Compang, all stated 
facts exactly as did Maj. Agramonte, and all united 
in supporting their commander. They said that 
Capt. McKay was ambitious of being elected Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of the battalion, and, aside 
from this, they hinted that ali was not 
straight between Capt. McKay and Second 
Lieut. Rumsey in the matter of collections. Sev- 
eral hundreds of dollars had been collected by 
them, and, although there was a Treasurer, they 
never turned over any of the moneys to him, bat 
sent out their collectors wan orders to report to 
Capt. Mckay. They think that these two officers 
are trying to raise a row with Maj. Agramonte fso 
as to screen themselves! All the olficers In the 
battalion appear to be @reayed against Capt. Me- 
Kay and Lieut. Rumsey, and in support of Ma). 
Agramonte, as

Adjutant-Generaf Hilliard will be here to-day to 
make arrangements for a general court-martial to 
try such cases as may be brought before it, and 
charges against the two line officers will doubt less 
be submitted to the court when it is organized. 

Italy in the Sixteenth Century.

The organization of Congressmen inter- 
ested in the remonetization of silver and 
some of them in the repeal cf the Resump- 
tion act cannot do better in: their search for 
a title than to adopt one which will commend 
their m>vement to the good opinion of the 
people generally,—the Silver League. This 
done, they might as well drop the other part 
of their undertaking, for, with the silver 
dollar remonstized and the mints running 
at their full capacity in furnishing coin to 
he added to the currency of the country, the 
people have no desire for the repeal of the 
Resumption act. With the mints turn- 
out silver dollars at the rate 
of 10,000,000 per month, resumption 
will take care of itself. ‘The League —what- 
ever it may determine to call itself—will find 
that, after the Silver bill has become a law, 
the number of theiradherents in both Houses 
of Congress will materially diminish if they 
persist in cramming resumption-repeal down 
- the throat of the organization. 


‘The movement instituted by a few of the 
New York banks to commence paying ont 
gold at once is not likely to become general. 
for the reason that the reserves of gold 
throughout the country are not sufficient to 
enable the banks to anticipate the date fixed 
by the Resumption act and transact business 
upon an exclusively gold basis. It is far 
more like y that the banks in question do 
not seriously contemplate shelling out the 
gold they have on hand, and that the 
movement is intended as a _ thrust 


at the Silver bill, the theory being that the, 


pretended ability of the New York banks to 
institute gold resumption will tend to check 
the overwhelming popular demand for the 
remonetization of silver. Secretary SHexMan 
is reported as saying to an interviewer that 
New York seems unable to apprehend the 
tact that the Silver bill is sure to pass. The 
Secretary himself has only just discovered 
by the votes in the Senate and the House on 


tho Marrurws resolution that the silver 


dollar is certain to be restored as ful] legal- 


tender, and the New York goldites may as 
well make up their minds likewise and ac- 
cept the situation. 


It is now pretty safe to predict that the 
Bilver bill is going through and will become 
„ law before long, veto or no veto. The 
time set for commencing to redeem green- 
backs in coin is only eleven months ahead. 
In view of the scarcity of comed money in 
the country, the friends of the Silver bill 
should pass a supplemental bill requiring the 
coinage of at least eight or ten millions a 
month. This would at once put a stop to

The passage of the Marrarws resolution 
in the House yesterday by the heavy ma, 
jority of 187 yeas to 79 nays seems to be 
generally accepted in Washington as settling 
the silver question. Scarcely a doubt now 
remains that the Silver bill will pass the 
Senate by a vote more than sufficient to 
overcome the Presidential veto, though the 
probability of a veto decreases in proportion 
with the inctease of the certainty that 
Congress will override any Executive 
obstacle of the kind. It will be 
seen by our dispatches that Secretary 
Suzmman has finally perceived the 
inevitable, and is now drawing upon his in- 
gennity for predictions as to the evil results 
that will follow. The Demotratic mono- 
metallists of the East are also preparing to 
climb down with graceful alacrity, and to as- 
sure their Western ¢o-partifans that they 
shall have the silver dollar without hinder- 
ance. Senator Barnum, of Connecticut, the 
Chairman of thé National Democratic Com- 
mittee, is prepared for the passage of the 
Silver bill, anf it will not be surprising to 
see several of the wavering Democrats in 
the Senate cast their strefgth with the win- 
ning side when the final vote comes. The 
battle for the silver dollar is practically de- 
cided, and the solid West and nearly solid 
South are evidently masters of the field. 


In the Britigh House of Commons yester- 
day Sir Srarvonẽůb Nogrucore, Chancellor of 
the Exchequér, explained at length En- 
gland’s positign with reference to the East- 
ern question. He confined himself almost 
exclusively to an elucidation of that stereo- 
typed and well-worn phrase which has been 
tie watchword of the British Cabinet and 
people since the breaking out of the war, to- 
wit: British jnterests. It appears, accord- 
ing to the Chancellor, that the independence 
of Balgaria, ahd especially if that Province 
should be | governed by a Prince 
of Russia's choosing, would be most 
decidedly d¢trimental to British in- 
terests; that even the temporary occu- 
pation of the Turkish Capital would serious- 
ly underminé some important interests 
which ber Majesty’s Government is disposed 
to guard jealously; that the question of the 
of the Dardanelles is one 
in which England is peculiarly interested, 
and also one which must not be settled by a 
separate agreament. Added to this list of 
leading interegts there are, according to Sir 
STAFFORD Nonrncorx, many incidental ques- 
tions which mjpst be passed upon by a Con- 
gress of the Powers in which Eugland must 
have a comujanding voice. To this end 
it will be ndcessary that the extra grant 
called for shall be immediately voted, in or- 
der that the Government may go into the 
Conference with the proper backing, and be 
enabled to mpintain any policy which she 
may be called hpon to assume. 


THE NATION AND WESTFRN MORALS. 

The New York Vation of the 24th inst. 
publishes. a letter from a gelf-confident young 
man of this city. protesting against what he 
styles the ‘‘vnigarity of vituperation ”gem- 
ployed by the Eastern press in discussing the 
silver question. The ation takes occasion 
to declare, in substance, that while vituper- 
ation is no argument, and that as a general 
thing it is wabecoming, still the dreadful 
dishonesty of the West and the apparent 
low standard of Western morals were enough 
to provoke the pious people of the East, and 
under these ¢ircumstances it asks, ‘‘Is it 
surprising that people have got angry, und, 


expression to the belief that they were 
something else?” This explanation comes 
vory near to that given by the historian of 
Cock Robin’s tage when he discovered Jenny 
Wren's perfidy. ‘‘ Robin, he got angry, and 
jumped upon a twig, shouting ‘Out upon 
you, fie upon you, bold-faced jig!’” 

The special thing it seems which made the 
money-lending philanthropists at the East 
angry.“ and elicited hot“ expressions, 
was the statement that the silver dollar had 
been demonetized secretly, clandestinely, or 
by connivance; and certainly without the 
knowledge of the country. or even of the 
meinbers of Congress who passed it or the 
Executive who approved the law. 

Now, let ug examine this point - berly 
and candidly. In 1868 there was a bill re- 
ported by Senator SHerman having for its 
expressed oh the demonetization of the 
old silver dollar, and the clipping of the 
gold coin so gs to reduce its weight to the 
extent of 34 per cent. When that bill was 
reported, Senator Moncan, of New York. 
made an elabqrate argument opposing chp- 
ping of the gold com, and defending the 
ailver coinage, and opposing the demonetiza- 
tion of the silver dollar. Smenaran’s little 
bill was neyer heard of again after the 
stalwart New York Senator put his foot 
through it. ; 

Subsequently it was discovered that it was 
important to revise the laws and regulations 
governing th@ mint, and reduce all such laws 
toa single act. A bill for this purpose was 
prepared by experts, It was necessarily a 
bill understoqd only by those who were fa- 
miliar with the details of the mint. The 
fact that it was prepared by the officers of 
the mint, who were hardly the persons to in- 
stitute legislation to demonetize silver and 
change the whole monetary system of the 
United States, resulted in an inability to en- 
list the attention of Congress to the bill. 
Only a few members of either House of 
Congress evet gave any time to the matter, 
and consequéntly the bill hung fire in one 
House or the other for several years without 
becoming a — Finally, in 1873, a bill 
passed, and in that bill the old silver dollar 
was omitted from the list of coins author- 
ized to be struck at the mints. No mention 
was made of the dollar, no word implied its 
discontinuange, nothing expressed that it 
was demonetized, 

It has sincg been shown overwhelmingly 
that the demonetization of silver formed no 
part of the ayowed and understood motive 
of the bill. Nothing in its title indicated 
that it was a bill to demonetize silver and 
strike it out as u legal-tender. No member 
of Congress has been found who avows that 
he supported the bill because it demonetized 
silver, or that he knew for years after that 
silver had been demonetized. The Presi- 
dent, who approved the Mint bill, was not 
aware that it contained any such demoneti- 
zation, and nearly a year after signing it he 
expressed his surprise that silver coinage had 
stopped. | 

Tae Trirunx has challenged the ation 
to produce ny announcement in its own 
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knowing those men not to be foals, gave but 
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monetized silver, or that the silver dollar had 
been abolished as a legal-tender. 

Tun Tamunz has challenged the produc- 
tion from the files of the New York Tribune, 
Times, World, or Post, in 187234 (all of 
whom had correspondents at Washington 
charged with the special duty of announcing 
uny legislation affecting financial matters), 
of any statement that the Mint bill demone- 
tized the silver dollar, or that silver had been 
demonetized, and notaline has been pro- 
duced by either of these New York dailies to 
show that at the time the bill passed any 
one of these papers knew that it demone- 
tized silver. 

During tho long debates in Congress on 
the finances, especially in relation to resum- 
ing specie-payments, in 1874 and 1875, not a 
word was said concerning the demonetization 
of silver, or the effect thereof on resump- 
tion. On the contrary, in all the speeches 
resumption m gold and silver” was 
preached and advocated. President Hays, 
in the memorable canvass with Gov. ALLEN 
in Ohio in 1875, who was elected on the sole 
issue of specie-payments and specie-resump- 
tion, did not know that silver had been de- 
monetized, nor did Aten, his Democratic 
competitor, nor did any of the many other 
distinguished men who took part in that 
memorable and exciting canvass. 

It was not*until the time came when silver 
bullion began to decline in London on ac- 
count of German demonetization, and green- 
backs advanced in prospect of ultimate re- 
demption, and silver could be coined to cir- 
culate with paper,—one of the very condi- 
tions of affairs to meet which the bimetallic 
system had been wisely adopted,—that it 
was found that, unknown to the country, sil- 
ver coinage had been quietly, noiselessly 
dropped in February, 1873, and clandestine'y 
and fraudulently demonetized by the statute 
rev sers in 1874,—Congress enacting the 
Revised Statutes in a lump. These are the 
naked facts. a 

Under those circumstances it is clear that 
the demonetization had been enacted by 
Congress: and approved by the President 
without a knowledge of what was done, and 
the country generally was ignorant of the 
act. The legislation was, therefore, a trick 
and a fraud, the result of connivance, or it 
was an act of deplorable inadvertence wholly 
unintentional. 

As soon as discovered, there was a demand 
for Phe restorgtion of the law to what it 
stood before this legislation took place, and 
that demand was met by the united and 
defiant clamor of the Eastern press, includ- 
ing the Nation, protesting that to restore 
the silver dollar would be to ‘‘swindle” 
every man who had loaned depreciated paper 
dollars, worth 75 to 85 cents each, to compel 
him to take silver dollars. Every public man 
and every paper in the West that advocated 
the restoration of tho Legal-Tender law to 
what it was before 1873-4. and before the 
passage of the acts of those years by fraud, 
or by inadvertence, was denounced as a 
rascal and a cheat. It isimmaterial whether 
the law of 1873 was passed by fraud or 
that of 1874 unintentionally by those who 
voted for it, the Eastern press and money- 
sharks of rapacious breed discovered that 
the law gave them an immoral and dis- 
honest advintage, had added very large! 
at the loss of the debtor 4, the value of all 
that was equitably due them, and they vo- 
ciferously resolved to maintain the trick, 
fraud, or accident to the last extremity, and 
to insist upon the uttermost penny which 
under the fraud they could demand. The 
most insolent, most vituperative, the most 
truth-defying, and most extravagant and 
vulgar in denunciation of the people of the 
West, collectively and individually, was the 
New York Nation. It set itself up as a 
moral censor. It defined financial morality 
to be the prompt payment of raised checks ; 
and because the people of the West, who 
discharge their debts from the proceeds 
of their own labor, decline to pay vastly 
more than they contracted to do, the ation 
deluged them with abuse and defamation 
that gould have rendered a fishwoman 
famous among her fellows, and has ti:reat- 
ened them with the malicious lies of a black. 
mailer anda bully. The unanimity of the 
West, the unanimity of the South, and dt. 
the whole country in demanding the restora- 
tion of the silver dollar exhibits the universal 
popuiar coutempt for the threats and the 
abuse of the Eastern Shylocks, their paid 
pettifoggers, and subsidized press. And yet 
they reiterate with vocirous persistence 
that silver was demonetized with great noto- 
riety and publicity, and that everybody, in 
and out of Congreas, knew that it was being 
done! Would it be unparliamentary to de- 
nominate such assertions as willful aud 
shameful les? Or should such dishonest con- 
duct be softly described as conscious obscu- 
rations of the verities ? 


THE TEXAS-PACIFIC SUBSIDY. 

The Texas & Pacific gang are again in 
force before the House Committee on Pacific 
Railroads, making their impudent demands 
for subsidy bonds. The dispatches in our 
last issue present a summary of their argu- 


1 Why they should be allowed to put 


their hands into the Public Treasury and 
take the people's money for their private 
benefit and private gain. There is gothing 
new in these arguments. They go over the 
old beaten path, and, summed up, they ex- 
press simply the aggregate of personal im- 
| pudence, and show very clearly the road to 
ultimate fraud And dishonesty. It mquires 
an assurance that is somewhat more than 
ordinary for Mr. Tom Scorr to ask Congress 
to allow him to put his hands into the Treas. 
ury and take ont $32,000,000 to build for 
him a road that in the end is oaly intended 
to be a tender to his Southwestern system of 
roads, when another company stands ready 
to do the same work with private capital, 
asking only the land-grant already given 
to the Texas Pacific. When he urges 
that such a subsidy will be of benetit 
to the Government, this assurance 
becomes colossal. Mr. Tom Scort and his 
confederate subsidy-grabbers will find it dif. 
ficult to convince the taxpayers of this coun- 
try that they have gone to Washington in 
the capacity of benevolent pilgrims, oras a 
charitable organization bent upon relieving 
the Government in these times of national 
distress ‘And fmancial stringency, when every 
one is bound down with his burdens, by 
coolly appropriating $32,000,000 of the tax- 
payers’ money for purposes of individual 
profit. This specious plea is too absurd 
upon its face. It is unequivocal humbug, 
and is unworthy of consideration by any in- 
telligent man. When Mr, Tom Scorr in- 
forms the Committee that the Texas Pacitic 
has only received 13,000,000 acres, while the 
Northern Pacific has 34,000,000, he is equally 
specious, and in one direction is false in 
his statement. Why did he not say that the 
Texas Pacific. commencing so much further 
"West, is a short road, and that the 
Federal land-grant is equivalent to 
that of the Northern Pacific in the propor- 
tion of the number of acres to the total 


mileage? Then he would have stated the

exact truth. Whéh he quotes what the Gov- 
ernment has f done for the Union 
and Central Pacific, he does not add to the 
strength of his argumerts. IIe is simply 
citing bad precedents in which the Govern- 
ment was swindled by an unfaithful Con- 
gress to the extent of what it gave these 
roads, and they are precedents which the 

ople of this country do not care to have 
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tch 
n rewarded by a tawdry decoration 
for his 9 his 2 as old as Holland, 
and had helped to liberate England, eo tinsei did 
not im im, —and Lord DaLtuovsrz, who gave 
his sovereign eight kingdoms, would not, to have 
won a ninth, have exhibited himse!f upon a 
painted elbphant with Englishwomen as part 
of an Oriental pageant; they were 
not the@servants of a novelist. We have 
been accustomed to think that our duty to India 
was our duty to her laboring millions. and not to 
her mushroom Princes, there is only one conspicu- 
ous Prince out of Rajphotana who is not new, that 


i ithout 
repeated and will not again tolerate w ont their acquiescence, secured by justice and honesty, 


making a protest that will be felt and regard- 
ed in Washington. Mr. Tom Scorr's part- 
ners want the Government to help him build 
his road so that freight may be carried more 
cheaply! If there is one thing more certain 
than another in railroad matters it is that 
the cheapest built road can carry goods at the 
cheapest rates. Mr. Huxnxorox's road, 
built out of private capital, can be construet- 
ed more cheaply than Tom Scort’s road 
built out of the people’s money. If the for- 
mer loses money, the people lose nothing, 
and the Government is not fleeced. If it 
cheats any one in the construction, it must 
cheat itself. It can carry cheaper than 
any road built by a Construction 
Ring upon the Credit-Mobilier plan on 
money obtained from the Government. If 
there are any deficiencies in the Money bill 
as to the protection of the public in the 
matter of rates, then let the bill be amended 
to supply them. Mr. Scorr feelinßly pro- 
tests that under the bill granting the right 
of way, ctc., to the Huvrrarom road the 
completion of that read may be delayed or 
postponed for years, and in the meantime 
the existing Pacific Railway will have a 
monopoly. Apart from the absurdity that 
the Central Pacific Company will leave their. 
700 miles already constructed, terminating 
in the wilderness at the western line 
of Arizona, without Eastern connection, 
the remedy for the defect in the 
bill is a very simple one. All that 
is needed is that the bill be amended so 
as to provide that the Company shall con- 
struct at least afixed number of miles of 
road eastwardly every year. That being 
done, then, according to Mr. Scorr, the ex- 
isting monopoly of travel to the Pacific will 
be broken up. 


This sudden concern of the Scorr lobby 


lest the people may be imposed upon in rates 
is altogether too shallow. What has Jay 
Gobi ever cared about rates or laws pre- 
scribing rates? What will Tom Soort, who 
is the very heart and soul of the combination- 
poolitig policy, care about rates or competi- 
tion if he is successful in establishing his 
through line from Philadelphia to the Pacific? 

This sudden irruption of the Scorr tribe 
bodes no good. It looks as if there was a 
determination to found a campaign on Con- 
gress in the old Credit-Mobilier style. He- 
fore Congressmen consent to enter upon 
such a campaign, we ask them to look back 
at the result of Credit-Mobilier and see how 
it has affected not only the country but indi- 
viduals. When a company stands ready to 
build this road out of its private capital, it 
becomes Congressmen to con:zider well their 
position. In whet light will they stand if 
they reject such an offer and allow Tom 
Scorr to take the Government credit to the 
amount of thirty-two millions, when they 
come before their constituents for re-elec- 
tion? How will they explain their conduct ? 
Even if they do not intend torun again, how 
will they endure the reputation that must 
inevitably attach to them of bribery and 
corruption? The records of the past as well 
as the merits of the case furnish Congress- 
men with sufficient hints how they should 
actin this matter, and their constituents, 


irrespective of party, will hold them to a 


strict account. 
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DISRAELI’S NEW PAGEANT. 

Disnigtt is in one sense a ‘barbarian. 
Neither race-descent nor the culture of cen- 
turies have succeeded in eradicating that 
love of pageantry and pomp which charac- 
terized his Oriental ancestors on the plains of 
Mesopotamia. Heraldic insignia, stars, med- 
als, and bediamonded garters attract him as 
keenly as beads and baubles the Indian of 
our plains. He has no patience to do things 
in a plain, unvarnished way, going straight 
at an object, but must environ it with bar- 
barie lustre and produce it with spectacular 
effects. Uis imagination is infused with 
gontiine Oriental warmth and passion. In 
his fiction it displays itself in his love of 
picturing his heroines arrayed in rainbow 
hues and adorned with ropes of pearls and 
precious stones galore. In his realities he 
prepares all his effects in a spectacular man- 
ner, and suddenly springs them upon the 
world bedecked with tinsel, swimming in a 
dazzling glare, evolving sudden transforma- 
tion, and bathed jn the spectral glow 
of the lime-light. He shonld have 
been a scenic artist. with a full 
sweep all conceivable hues and 
dyes, and a brush of gigantic dimensions, 
and endless properties in the shape of re- 
volving suns, cherubs, blue and red fire, dis- 
solving stalactites, seas of mirrors, harlequin 
traps, dansantes, coryphees, and Amazons, 
magic lilies, paste Kohinoors, and all the 
filagree and flummery that so dazzle aud de- 
light the eyes of children in the Christmas 
pantomimery and tableaux. He isa great 
artist in a theatrical sense, but, like most 
great artists, has so little knowledge of the 
democratic, practical, workaday world that 
his*brilliant shows and pageauts that dazzle 
people for a minute nearly always melt away 
like the fabric of a dream, and leave him 
standing ona wreck of airy nothings, He 
resembles the foolish Bird of Paradise, who, 
vain of his extraordinary tail, selects a par- 
ticular time to exhibit it, and calls the atten- 
tion of tue wily natives to the show by its 
squawking, who thereupoa improve the oc- 
casion to knock the silly creatures on the 
head and take it to the nearest market. 

Mr. Disnacti's latest pageant is in keep- 
ing with his previous exhibitions, and, in 
accordance with his Oriental proclivities, he 
has chosen India as the scene to be illumin- 
ated by his colored fire. In the London 
Gazette of Jan. 4 appears a decree creating 
an order of women only. It is -called the 
Imperial Order of the Crown of India,” 
aud confers certain insignia or decorations 
upon certain English and native ladies. All 
the Princesses receive it, the MAanmananer 
DHULEEP Sinon, whoever that may be, seven 
great native ladies, and eighteen English la- 
dies, the wives of past and existing Viceroys, 
Governors, Secretaries, and Under-Secretaries 
for that country. This decree, following up- 
on his success in inducing the Qucen to de- 
clare herself Empress of India and to add to 
her already long string of titles “ Regina et 
Iinperatrix,” has already aroused the sar- 
casm of democratic Englishmen who are be- 
ginning to weary of Disnaktrr's constant 
Indian fanfaronade, which appears to them 
as little less than grotesque in the face of 
the corruptions of Indian rule, the onerous 
taxation of the people, the bankrupt Treas- 
ury, and the awful famines which are 
sweeping off the.natives by millions, The 
Spectator says: 

Warren Haerixas. who built the Civil Admnis- 
tration, never received 4 decoration; Lord WIr 
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was our first guarantee, —except, indeed the sword, 

whose wielders d is now ctiquette to pass over 
silently, and this new India, the land of fre- 
works, and processions, and spangles, and Princes 
with stars, and Viceroys with dreamily poetie 
speeches, is to us so unknow that we hesitate even 
to hold, much less to pronounce, an opinion. 
Perhaps it is all well. Perhaps India should be 
governed by comedians. with parts sketched out 
for them by an Oriental novelist. 


The most remarkable inconsistency of 
Disnaxtr's new pageant lies in its variance 
with all the Indian traditions. It is not 
only the duty of an Indian Princess but it 
is the pride of her husband that she should 
live in seclusion and yemain as hidden from 
the world in name and in fact. The 
Indian woman differs from her civilized 
sister in the West in that she must not 
parade herself before the public. She is not 
allowed to go shopping, attend lectures, 
write poems for the papers, give luneh 
parties, attend sewing societies, strawberry 
festivals and necktie sociables, go to the 
matinees, join fortnightlics, or sing at par- 
lor concerts, much less agitate for woman- 
suffrage, and the right to practice law, medi- 
cine, and divinity. She is always the veiled 
priestess of the house and invisible to the 
vulgar world, and the unlucky newspaper 
editor who should so much as mention the 
name ofan Indian Princess or any woman 
of rank in his columns would speedily find 
himself and his paper in utter con- 
tempt and declining circulation. In 
direct violation of these traditions, 
and in utter disregard for the feelings 
of the natives, Disnaklt has paraded the 
names of the highest Indiau ladies in the 
English and Indian gazettes, and proposes to 
publicly ornament them, not for any serv- 
ices performed, but to further conciliate the 
Indian peaple. The childish device could 
hardly have been conceived by any one else 
than DisnaxLi, eager to exhibit not only these 
women in his grand Indian spectacle, but 
himself as the central figure of the melo- 
drama, forgetting that the same light which 
illumines his scenic pageant also brings out 
in still stronger relief the corruptions of 
Government, the financial distress of the 
country, and the ghastly horrors of famine 
and disease sweeping the people off by mill- 
ions. The Oriental Premier of England may 
decorate and emblazon the walls of this sep- 
ulchre, but he cannot hide the rottenness 
within. 

AMERICAN SILVER MONEY. 

It is the constant remark of those who 
advocate an exclusive gola currency that in 
reality there has never been any legal- 
tender silver money in use in the United 
States, and that the silver dollar has 
never had an existence. In point of fact, 
from 1792 to 1834 gold coin was exceptional ; 
it was col med to pieces of $10, $5, and 
$2.50, and was exported as fast as coined. 
During these forty-two years the whole 
coinage—legal-tender—of the United States 
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11, 825, 890 
At that date the quantity of gold in the 
coin was reduced 6 percent, and the silver 
coin was ata premium. Congress made for- 
eign silver a legal-tender, and during this in- 
terval the Spanish, Mexican, and other 
foreign silver coins were in circulation, to 
the extent of at least $100,000,000, as legal- 
tender. Down to 1853 the coinage and me- 
tallic money put in circulation was:

A well-informed correspondent in Tur 
Trisvune furnishes the following history of 
this admission of foreign coins as legal- 


tenders. He gays: 

The com currency mast then have been of silver 
and foreign coins. Nowadays we forget what an 
important element fureign coins were to us for 
eighty years. At first we had all kinds of foreign 
coins. In 1703 Congress declared that, at the 
expiration of three years after our own coinage of 
vold and silver should commence, al! foreign coins, 
except Svanish milled dollars, should cease to 
be a legai-tender, and that law was repealed in 
1806, and full legal-tender admitted to the gold coins 
of Great Britain, Portugal, France, Spain, and to 
Spanish milled silver dollars aud French crowns. 

In June, 18534, Congress extended the legal-ten- 
der to the dollars of Mexico, Pera, Chili, Central 
America, Brazil, and the five-frape piece of France, 
and to the gold coins of several nattons. 

In March, 18471. Congress re-enacted the same. 
and fixed the rate at which the l nited States should 
value at Customs the silver coins of russia, Porta- 
gal, Bremen, Madetra, the Azores, Hamburg, Rus- 
sis, and British America. 

in 1857, for the iirst time since 1776, or more 
than eighty years. foreign coins ceased 40 be a 
legal-tender for all debie in the United States. 
Thev continued to be leva!-tender for ygrchase of 
publie lands and payment of duties bu imporis 
until 1874. hen the sane secret Management 
that struck t silver from our own Coinave lim 
ited the rece@™ of foreign cvins for tavse purposes 
to gold coins, d silver to the fractional quarters, 
cighths, aad 6 enths of Spanish and Mexican 
dollars.

metal would pass current. 

It s, then, Uferutly trifle that the moment Con- 
rees declared silver no longer a legal- tender that 
t did tn truth and fact strike out one-half or more 

than a half of the coinage of tac world from our 
use, as certainly raising the price of gold as the 
price of wheat would be increased l burning up 
ali the corn in the world. 


It will be sewn, therefore, that silver money 
has been in‘ general use, and for a long time 
exclusively, in this country. ‘The large sum 
of gold which has been coined has not re- 
mained here, but has been exported, and has 
been melted up and recoined in other coun- 


tries where our coin is not a legal-tender. 


Since 1861, both gold and silver coin have 
been out of general circulation, and because 
they were both of more value than the payer 
money. Only so much coin remmned in the 
country as was required for coin purposes, 
such as paying duties and making foreign 
exchange. During these last seventeen years 
the gold coin bas been as absent from cir- 
culation as silver. 

The silver dollag has been since 1831 at 
such a large premium in gold that but few 


persons sought its coinage ; it was more prof 


itable to buy gold with it and have the latter 
coined into money. Silver retained its supe- 
riority in value, and at the time the dollar was 
demonetized (in 1873) was worth 103 in gold. 
The subsequent decline in the value of silver 
bullion, as compared with gold, was due, as all 
know, toa special cause, hnd so temporary 
that tRe remouetization of silver now by the 
United States would have the effact to restore 
in a brief time the silver dollar to par 
with gold as bullion ; that is, the silver in the 
dollar would be worth 100 cents in gold. The 
coinage of $50,000,000 a year for two years 
would exhaust all tlie surplus silver bullion 
now on the market, and draw liberally on 
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annual product. Gold is now doing 
double duty, and is therefore excessively 
dear. Remonetization of silver will bring gold 


silver, because people will use silver until 
gold comes down to that level. 

The scheme of the goldites has for its 
object the increase in the value of gold 
money. The metallic money of the world 
may be assumed to be equally divided be- 
tween gold and silver. To demonetize silver, 
will have the effect of reducing the metallic 
money to one-half its present quantity. The 
gold would then be the exclusive money, and 
its value in purchasing other property would 
be largely increased. The expulsion of sil- 
ver in Germany and the prohibition of it in 
this country have already enhanced gold as 
compared with products and labor not less 
than 33 per cent, and ine the weight 
of debisin the same proportion. As the annual 
produce of gold is growing less, the value of 
gold money would increase day by day as it 
became more and more scarce. The success 
and progress of the money-lenders’ scheme to 
reduce the quantity of metallic money and 
enlarge the value of the gold is marked by the 
regular falling off in the value of all other 
propesty. Asthe gold dollar advances, the 
value of land, and the value of all accumn- 
lated products of labor, falls off in 
the same proportion. The _ indebted- 
ness, public and private, of the 
world, reduced to figures, is enormous. 
The people of the United States are among 
the most heavily indebted. The demoneti- 
zation of silver and the increase in the value 
of gold as the exclusive money has added 
largely to this indebtedness. This debt can 
only be paid by the products of labor, and 
if the value of all property shall decline 40 per 
cent in the scarce and exclusive gold, then 
it will take 40 per cent more labœr, and 40 
per cent more land, and live stock, and in- 
proved property, to pay the indebtedness. 
That that is the end sought by the demone- 
tization of silver and the estabiishment of 
an exclusive gold money is no longer open to 
doubt. It is avowed. The declaration is 
made that metallic money is too abundant 
and too cheap, and that it must be reduced 
in quantity to increase its value; money 
must, therefore, be made scarce. 

This scheme can hardly be characterized 
iu fitting terms. Stripped of the false theo- 
ry of preserving the national credit, it is a 
bold attempt to confiscate the property of 
the people. Had Cougress put the measure 
in the shape of a law increasing the 
debts and reducing the value of all prop- 
erty in the hands of the people 40 per 
cent, no man who voted for such an in- 
tamy would have returned to the constitu- 
ents he had betrayed. The qusstion now at 
Washington is substantially the same,—to 
make scarce gold and debts more valuable, 
and to depreciate property accordingly. That 
is the end sought by*those who oppose the 
remonetization of silver, and the people will 
watch diligently for those who shall vote to 


_confiscate the substance of the many for the 


profit of the few. 

Gold and silver were the legal money 
of the country before the Constitution wgs 
adopted; the Constitution recognized them 
as legal money, and provided for their 
coinage. They remained money from that 
day to 1873, when silver was demonetized. 
Had Congress the power to deprive the 
nation of its constitutional money; to 
abolish silver coinage or gold coinage; or 
both? Money is coined by the Government 
for the people who take their bullion to the 
mint. Can Congress refuse to coin silver 
and gold into money? Can it refuse to 
make both legal-tender ? Can it abolish silver 
money,—the oldest money kuown to this 


country ? 


Senator TuurMAN, of Ohio, spoke a few 
words in behalf of the Silver bill in reply to 
EpMUNDs»’ three-hour Shylock harangue against 
it, from which we make this extract: 


Senator after Senator had declared that the act 
of 1873 demonetized the silver dollar. It did no 


such thing. 
the Revised Statutes, but they were not intended to 
change any existing lar. They were simply a 
compilation of the laws as they existed at the date 
of tue adoption of the statutes. The silver dollar 
of 410% grains was a full legal-tender for all pur- 
poses And had not been legally demonetized. The 
urgument had been made tnat silver dollars were 
not in existence at that time, and therefore the 


well might euch an argument be made against god. 
because there was but little of that coin in use. 
The Coinage ect of 1873 was u step in the direction 
of demonetizing silver, Dut it was not actnaily de- 
monetized until the adoption of the Revised Stat- 
utes in 1874. It nad been argued that injustice 
would be done to those who purchased bonds since 
1874 if the Government should pag its bonds in 
silver, but he (Mr. Tauaman) would endeavor to 
show, when tne bil tiseif should come up 
for consideration, that the payment of the 
bonds in silver would not @ injustice to any one. 

The goldites try hard to conceal from the pub- 
lic the rascality practiced clandestinely by the 
Statute Revisers in 187 in sneaking im a section 
which demonetized the old silver dollar.

Patch Up the Canadian Leak. 


Some Hopes of Fixing Things 
Amicably for a Year 
at Least. 


Efforts of the Oil-Pipe Men to Make 
Trouble for Tom Scott. 


Continued Excitement in Chicago Over 
the Blue-Card Exposure. 


THOSE LITTLE BLUE CARDS. 

The excitement caused in railway circles by the 
publication of the contents of that little blue card 
which allows shippers a reduction of 12 per cent 
in the weight of goods shipped as long as they 
conid keep the matter from becoming public still 
continues. It is funny to see how each road in- 
dignantiy denies the authorship of the tell-tale 
slip, and how one line is trying te lay the blame 
upon the other. It was stated in Sundays Tnisune 
that the little blue slip which accidentally fell into 
the hands of a Tritune reporter was distributed 
by the Red Line and applied on busincss coming 
West from Boston over tue Boston & Albany. the 
New York Central, and the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern. Further proof was obtained yesterday. 
which fastens the ‘* guilt’ conclasively upon the 
Red Line. It transpires that the little bine slips 
were taken to some of the prominent shippers in 
this city, who have business connections with 
Boston, by a Mr. McMillan, West-bound freight 
agent of that line.] The avidity with which 
Gencral Freight-Ageit Perry, of the Canada 
Southern, rushed forward to denounce the informa- 
tion given in Saturdays Taisune as being full of 
misstatements caused considerable merriment in 
railroad circles here, inasmuch as it is generally 
known that nething was contained tn that article 
which was not based upon facts, while his letter is 
fully of misstatements. which be must have known 
te be such when he made them. The Canada 
Southern was not charged with being the author of 
the httle blue slip, M was merely stated that ef- 
forte were made to make Tur ute believe 
that the Wanash and Canada Southern Railways 
were the authors. but at the same time it was 
stated that the likelihood was that the New York 
Central was the, real culprit, and subsequent de- 
velomments have,proven that this supposition was 
correct. iflad Germgzal Freight-Agent Perry con- 
fined his statement tn the simple denial that his 
road bad auythiug tdb with the matter, it would 


have been right am proper, but he went 
entirely ont of his N to exonerate the 
New York Central fR& Any complicity 


in the matter, which gives the “mpression tnat his 
letter was inspired by some off Nis of that road. 
Besides, he embraces the opport¢mity to give a 
rival route—the Blue Ling--a kick A intimating 
that this line was toe culprit. Blue pot our 
color, We do not use little blue cards, dor blue 
paint, nor anything else blue as a distinctye at- 
tribute of our line. Kees your eye on the Hlue 
and you may possibly get at tne real culprit. No 
one would suppose fora 
Line would use its distine 
card of this kind which 
vate, and thus give itself away. While the Blue 
and most of the other fast freight lines have prob- 
ably been mak:nv similar conceesions to shippers, 
yet it has been proven beyoud a doubt that they 
pave done so after learning the trick used by the 
Red Line to tecure the West-bound business 
from Boston. It was jearned yesterday that 
a little bine card with the same contents 
as that brought o light by Tux Trinunxz was 
issued to shippers right after the formation of the 
New York pool. The New York Central was then 
supvosed to be the culprit, and, on being informed 
of it, the thing was estoppel, at least no more of the 
slips came to light until ldtely. In spite of all this 
preof of pertidy on the part of the New York Cen- 
tral, Mr. James Kutter, Trachc- Manager of this 
road. stated a day or two ago that he wished it to 
he understood that pis road bad not in the slightest 
degree departed from the letter or the spirit of the 
agreement mage by the trunk lines. If shippers 
had succeeded by sharp practice in leading the 
road into an apparent violation of the compact, it 
was not with the knowledge of the officers. Ae 
then explains how a!) the trouble had been brougat 
about by the Grand Trunk ang Vermont Central, 
which had not maintained rates since July, 1877. 
when the pool was made. Now the Grand 
Trunk officials emphatically deny that 
they vioiated the regular tariff rates until com- 
pelied to by the continued violations of the agiee- 
ment by the »ool lines, aud especially by the 
faithless actions of the raads leading East from this 
city. So much must be said in behalf of the 
Grand Trunk tbat. as fat as can be learned, it has 
faithfully maintained the rates on East-oound 
business from this city, while the other lines have 
not. 

Ove more effort will be| made by the trank-line 
Presidents to stop the war at a meetiag to be held 
in New York to-day. This mecting should have 
been held yesterday. but] owing to the absence of 
Col. Scott, it was postponed. Of course efforts 
will be made again Vy Vanderbilt to prove that his 
roads have in no way been guilty of unfair dealings, 
and that he is the most anxious man in the lot tu 
see the rates faithfally maintained. He succeeded

CUTTING PASSENGER RATES. 

That the passenger rates to the East are being 
cut trom this city to stern points Was proven 
beyond a donbt yesterday. As far as can be ascer- 
tained, the cutting thus fur has been on second- 
clase tickets only, and the culprit is said to be the 
Chicagu & Erie Line, which runs over the Pitts- 
burg. Fort Wayne & /Chicago. Atlantic & Great 
Western, and Erie Railrpads. The regular rate of 
these tickets from Chiqugo to New York is $16, 
but they were sold over this line yesterday, at 
some of the scalping-oflices, for $14.50, which 
shows that a creat redu¢tion is being made. The 
Erie & Chicavo Line is being allowed 50 cepts ad- 
Vantage on the sale of tickets, pecause it has not 
the same facilities e thg other roads. Therefore, 
the lowest rate at whichit can sell the tickets to 
outside parties is $15.50, and us they are now be- 
ing sold at $14.50, it shows thatthe cut amounts 
to from 81.50 td $2.) It is not believed that 


the Iittsyure & Fort) Wayne and the Erie 
Kailroads share in fhe rednetion, bat that 
it is entirely borng by the Atlantic & 


Great Western. This road has caused the cutting 
of rates from Cincinnati and Indianapolis, ana 1s 
now trying to break the /rates at this point also. 
The fact that the scalpers are selling first-class 
tickets over the line from Chicago to New Yorx at 
$18. while the regular rate is $20, makes it almost 
certain that an extra commission is also paid on the 
sale ot these tickets, though the scalpers say that 
tis lows thempelves in order to punish 
« other roads for the persecutions to which they 
ibjected duging the last few montis. 
Ticket and) l’assenzer Agents of the 
various rosds leading Kast from thi« city will 
probably hol @ meetitg in a day or two-to con- 
er the situation, andisee waether the difficulty 
cannot be settled. If} the matter is not settied 
withinafew days. it i certzin almost bevond a 
doult that a redaction jn passenger rates will have 
to be made by all the ads to meet the competi- 
tion, It is umdefstood that a request 
will be made af the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago to jcease ite connection with 
the Erie & Chicago Ling. which would prevent the 
Atlantic & Great Western. which te the cause of 
tue trouble in regard topassenger rates, from com- 
peting for tae business from this pomt, and con- 
line the-waron passenger rates to Cincinnati and 
other Western points with which it has direct con- 
nection. This is undguotediy the only way in 
which a wac in passengpr rates from this point can 
be arreeted, as the Atihntic & Great Western has

THE PRESIDENTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. - 

New York, Jan. 28.— The Railroad Presidents 
will meet to-morrow. The belief is that they will 
not accomplish much toward a settlement of the 


difficulties. Mr. Hickson’s reply to Com- 
missioner Fink's propositions was received 
to-day. It was neither an acceptance 
nor refusal of the propositions. but a 


counter proposition. Mr. Hickson asks that, in- 
stead of apportioning the freight from Boston bo- 
tween the competing lines on the basis of business 
transacted by them respectively during the last 
two years, it shall be apportioned according to 
that of last year. He also expresses his willingness 
to have the whgle dispute settled by arbitration, 
Commissionet Pink to be the arbitrator, and the 
Grand Trunk will 8 to adide 1 arbitrator's 
decision for a year if the Grand Trunk can be as- 
sured of the business of a Buffalo connection, 
which is specific. Mr. Bliss, Manager of the Boston 
& Albany Kailroad, consented so far as to accept 
the offer to make Commissioner Fink the arbi- 
trator, but objected to the introduction of the re- 
quest that other business be brought in. Mr. Hick- 
son was informed of Mr. Bliss’ position, and noti- 
ned taat Commissioner Fink had no power to take 
up its cudgel in behalf of buffalo buzsi- 
ness. The matter stood in this way to-night. 
Should Mr. Hickson submit unqualifiedly to the 
decision by an arbitration, the whole matter will 
be N settled for a year, at least. In this 
condition the trunk line Presidents will look at the 
uestion, and can do no more. unless Mr. 
licksun should peremptorily decline 
to have the dispute settled by outsiders. 

A large number of the leading merchants, repre- 
senting the sugar, tea, grocer, dry-goods, and 
leather trades, and several bankers, have petition- 
ea the Cnamoer of Commerce to meet and 
consider if the great ruilfoad trunk lines 
which hold their charters from tne Legisla- 
ture of this State have the right to make rates 
which unjustly discriminates against the commerce 
of this city and erossly injureits mercautile in- 
terest. The rates referred to are those by which 
goods can be — from Boston to Chicago for 
25 cents less per 100 pounds than from thw city.

Mr. Milton Nobles, an actor of considerable 
merit, who has filled worthily leading positions in 
many theatres, presented last evening a produc- 
tion of his own entitled Tue Phenix.” It is not 
anovelty, having swimmed into our ken some- 
where about a year ago. It has been traveling 
through American space since then, receiving, out 
ofthe mouths of babes and sucklings, the cus- 
tomary greeting and good wishes from all who ¢s- 
teemed the actor and forgave him the writing of 
the play.

NEW ORLEANS. 


Three Members of the Keturning Board 
Brought Up for Trial—Anderson'’s Case 
First Proceeded With—Wells Still Keep- 
ing Himself Out of Harm’s Way. 

NEw ORLEANS, Jan. 28.—The Superior Crimi- 
nal Court-room was crowded to-day, when 
three accused members of the Returning Board 
—Anderson, Cassenave, and Kenner—were 
brought to the bar. Counsel for T. C. Ander- 
son filed a motion for a change of venue, alleg- 
ing he could not have a fair trial in this parish, 
the prejudice against him having increased in 
the last few days. After argument Judge Whit- 
aker stated that the jury had been drawn in 
the most impartial manner, and was composed 
of conscientious, honest men, and of uuim- 
peachable character. What could accused de- 
mand more? The Court had said on Friday 
it would not be trifled with, and, considering 
the motion for a change of venue an attempt at 
delay, denies the same. 

The defense took a bill of exceptions. 

The Attorney-General renewed the motion 
for a severance in the trial of accused. He said 
the State had wished to try the case versus 
Wells first, but, as be had not appeared, he 
would move to call up the case of Thomas C. 
Anderson. 

Judge Collum, of counsel for the defense, 
opposed the motion for severance, as it would 
only be detrimental to accused, depriving them 
of their combined peremptory challenges. The 
Court granted the motion for severance, and 
the case of the State ve. Thomas C. Anderson 
was then considered, fixed for trial, witnesses 


proceeded with. 

The Picayune publishes the following inter- 
view : 

Gen. Anderson being asked if he was willing 
to give bis reasons for his course during the 
last two cays, especially with refercnce to re- 
sistance to the execution of the State writs in 
the Custom-House, said: 1 have no objec- 
tion. My information in regard to tae charac- 
ter of the panel was such as to convince me that 
it was organized to convict without reference to 
testimony in my behalf or the absence of testi- 
mony against me. I believe that if 1 had ap- 
peared on Friday last [ would have been tried 
and convicted before Saturdav night, not be- 
cause I am guilty of the act charged w the in- 
formation, or any evidence implicating me in it 
could bave been found, but because it was so 
determined, and 1 believe arranged in 
Mvance. Look, for instance, at this list 
of’. names of persons composipg tbe 
pane). [Here Gen. Anderson produced 
a printed list containining forty-six names.] I 
have searched that list diligently, and can find 
on it the name of only one person, Mr. Becker, 
with whom [ have any personal acquaintance; 
but I am told, and 1 believe it to be true, that 
not only does this list not embrace a single col- 
bored man, but there is not one Republican in it 
from beginning to end. Does any fair-minded, 
impartial man believe that before 4 jury thus 
made up | could have any assurance of an im- 
partial trial! It is said that Republicans would 
be sure to acquit me on the same principle as 
Democrats would be sure to convict me. In 
South Carolina, where political feq@ing is as 
strong as it is in this State, both Republicans 
and Democrats were placed on juries in the 
trials of Cardezaand Smalls, and vet no difficulty 
was found in obtaining convictions. lam willing 
to submit to the impartial judgment of any 
tair-minded man that this studied exclusion of 
Republicans from the panel is an outrage on 
every principle of justice, and that it gives me 
the right to say that the jury is organized ex- 
pressly to convict. Under these circumstances, 
my right of challenge would be of no avail. I 
have twelve challenges, and when these are ex- 
hausted the character of the panel would re- 
main just what u was before. I wish to say 
here that I am entirely ignorant of the Vernon 
Parish matter. The record will show that I was 
not preseut. The Vernon returns were opened 
in the presence of the visiting State men. The 
certitied reports of both partics show this. The 
returns appear to have been passed over to the 
clerks for tabulation without remark, and when 
they were presented to me for signature I 
signed them as I did those of every other 
parish, as a matter of course. 1 had no 
idea, and had no reason to suspect, that 
any alteration had been made in them. I was 
surprised when the matter was called to my at- 
tention before the Congressional Committec, 
and I testified then that | knew nothing about 
it. I had no interest in Vernon Parish or any 
of the local candidates in that part of the State. 
The vote for Electors and Governor was not at 
all affected bv the alleged alteration, for the 
reasons which I have given. I was determined 
not to be tried before a packed jury it 1 could 
help it. My-counsel will use every legal effurt 
to avertit. I suppose that they will ask fora 
change of venue.“ 

The Collector’s office to-day was in charge of 
Chief-Clerk Tomlinson. It was neld that while 
Special-Deputy Anderson is in the city tuere is 
no vacancy in the office to be filled. 

Judge Whitaker ordered rules for contempt 
to issue against Chief Deputy Marshal Wurze- 
burger aud Special-Agent Tomlinson, made re- 
turnable at 10 a. m. to-morrow, for molesting 
Sheriff Houston while in the discharge of his 
duty, serving writs of the Court. 

A motion to fix bail for the accused was made 
by Mr. Castellancos. Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral Egan suggested that Anderson’s bonds be 
for 820.000, and,Casavave aud Kenner’s $5,000 
each. Castellancos said no discrimination shoutd 
be made. He saw no reason to ask differ- 
ent bonds from the prisoners. The Court 
adjourned at 10 o’clock p. m., after four persons 
were impaneled. They are all merchants of this 
city,—Messrs. G. M. Bayley, Jr., J. K. Bayley, 
N. E. Bayley, Jr., and E. W. Herrick. 
There are only thirteen jurors on the 
regular panel left. One hundred talesmen have 
been ordered into Court by 10 o'clock this 
morning, and another hundred by 1 p. m. to- 
Inerrow. 

Anderson was remanded to the Parish Prison. 
The defense has six peremptory challenges 
left, and the State four. Casanave was released 
on 55.000 bonds, signed) by Aristides 
Marie and Joseph Masion, colored property- 
holders of large resl estate. Kenner is in jail 
awaiting bonds.

How Mr. Shinn Boils Men Down 
in His Potash Kettle. 


The Feelings and the Noses of the Neighbors 
Crievously Outraged Thereby. * 


A Oase of Improper Exposure Reckless 
Handling of Vertebra. 


Body-snatching is a trade that had been largely 
carried on around Chicago until the Legislature 
enacted a law giving the corpses of paupers who 
died in our public institutions, and who had no 
friends or relatives, to our medical colleges for 
dissecting purposes. It was recently stated to a 
Taisun@reporter that the skeletons of these stiffs 
generally, as a finality, embellished some student's 
studio, and that the flesh was decently buried, — 
probably inacigar-box. The skeleton was gen- 
erally awarded to the winner in the exciting and 
exhilarating raffle held by tne class for that especial 
purpose every time that the occasion offered. 
Paris and New York are vying with each other in 
the manufacture of skeletons, but the Frenchmen 
so far have held the lead, from the fact that they 
produced the whitest bones, their bleaching proc- 
ess being the most perfect. It is not long ago 
since Tux Turnv contained the full.report of the 
discovery and breaking up of a human-skeleton 
factory near Columbus, O. But to think that such 
a concern has been started in Calcago is one of the 


things which will probably open the eyes 
of #ome people, especially those of the 
residents in its immediate vicinity. The 


exact location of this new charnel-house is at 
1086 West Harrison, near Oakley street. It is in 


the midet of a black of very neat two-story and 
basement brick, swell-frent, private dwelling». 
The location is a solitary one, especially at night, 
bnt the ogiling process is done in open daylight, 
where the ncighbore can see all that is done and 
enjoy the benefit ofthe smell. The house men- 
tioned is the thirdin the row west from Oakley 
street, and in it hves an ex-ecelesiastic named 
Cyrus Shinn end his family. Shinn has an office 
somewhere in the Republic Life Building, and the 
lesser Shinn is an x anw- bones, whe dis- 
sects in the Rush Medical College. . Saturday last 
COMPLAINT WAS MADE 
to the Health Department that the Sinne wet 
carrying on the business of boiling human bones, 
and that they were creating a nuisance in. the 
neighborhood. Yesterday morning a iicalth-Officer 
visited the premises, but whatever he discovered 
he conveniently kept to himself. The Shinns keep 
a few boarders. ey are some five or six young 
men and a lady. The men are cubs, or stu- 
dents, at Rush Medical College, and _ their 
search into science and the mysterics of the 
himan form divine has led them to making 
soup Of human flesh, and thus cleaning the 
bones. At first the thing was worked quietly 
and neatly, but as the work was carried on without 
apparent molestation or protest from neighbors, 
fear was banished, and Friday morning last the 
students built their fire in the back yard. about 
forty feet from the house. and there they set their 
tash-kettle to boil. They covered it over neatly, 
ut the stench rose high to heaven, and its strength 
drew the neighbors from their homes inquire 
whence it came. 
MR. A. D. BINGHAM 
was one of the gentlemen who was attracted to the 
spot. He lives at 1084 West Harrison street, just 
adjoining the Shinu mansioa. Mr. Bingham owns 
his nouse, and the Shinns sre merely renters. 
It w but recently that Mr. B. moved into 
the Garden City. He used to live in ‘Glencoe, 
and since bis residence here he has once been rob- 
bed ot some $500 worth of jewelry and other prop- 
erty by gay and festive burglars, who one night 
entered his residence, when church-yarde were 
supposed to yuwn and graves give up their dead 
to the body-snatchers. 

Last night a Trispwune reporter called at the 
Shinn house, and also upon Mr. Bingham, The 
male Shinn was not at home Neitner was the 
Junior Shinn. A lady opened the door in answer 
to the reportorial ring. She said that Shinn Sen- 
ior was at the Geugn lecture enjoving a feast of 
temperance reasoning, and that hie worthy orogeny 
Was m attendance at the Rush Medical College. 
performing his legitimate duties. There was no 
one else in the house whom the reporter could col- 
lat for an interview. 

Next door be found Mr. and Mre. Bingham at 
home. They are gentie. quiet, and pleasant 
folks. and their family. Desides tacmselves, con- 
sists of two sweet little girls. ‘The reporter made 
known his miesion, and Mr. Bingham invited him 
info a very neativ-furnished and cosy parlor, and 
there he was ready to answer any questions that 
wight be put to him. 

Mr. Biugham had no desire to get his name into 


interview. Said thereporter: 
‘What do you know about

next door to you“ 

„believe that human remains are boiled down 
next door ta me, and that they clean boues there 
in that way.” 

Mr. Bingham then went on to detail that Friday 
morning lust his nostriis were greeted by a horrible 
stench. lle went out inte bis back vard. and upon 
looking over the fence saw a large kette setting 
overatire. It was such a kettle as they used in 
Middieuury, Vt., in ancient daya, for making soap 
in—a large iron cauldron, such as the fat man of 
Tun Tuinusz can and did fully appreciate last 
evening. Mr. B. stated that he saw something un- 
der a canvas near by. and be asked one of the 
embryo sawboncs standing by what was boiling 
inthe cauldron. le bemmed and hawed around 
a little while, and then told me it was none of my 
— business, said Mr. Bingham. 1 told him 
that I would go over and see, when he told me that 
be would pat cold lead through me. Then I went 
over and lifted the canvas and saw alot of un- 
man hones lyingtnere with the flesh partly scraped 
off, ready to be thrown into the pot.’ 

„ Was that all you saw!“ interrupted the re- 


porter. 

‘*That was enongh for me, responded Mr. 
Bingaam. It made me so sick that 1 was unable 
to eat my breakfast. 

The elder Shinn that morning waltzed around 
quite lively in his yard, because he thought that 
Mr. Bingham had no business there at all. His 
place was ou his own side of the fence. Since that 
time the Shinn family and their students have 
cooked their soup in the coal-shed in the back part 
of the yard, but the stink of tbe boiling process 
has not been in the least abated. 

“THERE ARE SOME POINTS 

about this matter, said Mr. Bingham, ‘‘ which 
make my blood boil. The other evening the ladies 
of the house, in the exercise of that curiosity 
which is naturai to women, were looking out o 

the back window into Mr. Sbinn yard for the 
purpose of seeing what was going on there. 
While they were bustea in this praiseworthy oc- 
cupation the younger Mr. Shinn came outof the 
back door of his house, dragging with him by one 
hand a large canvass bag. Lie set that bag down 
upon the ground. The ladies natirajly continued 
gazing and puzzling about what it conta.ned, He 
atliberutely untied that bag and drew forth from 
it with one hand and beld up before the horrified 
eyes of my family a human limb. Yes, sir. a 
l-e-g. It had no clothes on; not even a stocking. 
Just think. air, of the shock Which such a sigi 
would cause to the fiacr feecliags of a woman. Then 
he lifted up tne cover of his kettle, and he popped 
it in. just as yon pov a *soup-bone into a boiler. 
Then: he drew forth from his bag what my 
family judged to a back-bone.—a 
man's unclothed back- bone. sir; and he lifted up 
the corner of his kettle and he popped that in, 
grinning as he did it. Then he went aguin 
to his Lag, and he drew forth the head of a 
man—a grinning skuil, with the flesh a little de- 
cayed, beginning to resemble somewhat the skull 
which Harne handles in the play, and he shoved 
that into his kettle. Then he took his empty bag 
uml trotted beck into the house. Now, sir, cre

PROVISION RECEIPTS. 


PROPOSED REGISTRATION TO PREVENT FRAUD. 

The Board of Trade Directors were in full force 
at their conclave yesterday afternoon, and they 
gave a TRIBUNE reporter the grand bounce when 
he ambled into the room in an innocent and bland 
manner and showed himself before the august 
body. And when the meeting closed ana he 
sought to inquire about it from a prominent pro- 
vision man, who was one of a small circle of men 
who were engaged in talking. he got the G. B. a 
second time. The reporter tad learned in 
a casual way that the Directors 
had discussed the present manner in which pro- 
vision deals were made, with special reference 
toward remedying the abuses complained of by 
many engaged in the trade. The packing com- 
panies are charged with unfair and illegitimate 
practice in the issuing of wareliouse receipts, and 
80 manipulating them that the outside buyer is 
stuck with the storage expense. Under the 
present manner of doing “business, those outside 
of the packers have no means of identi- 
fying provision lots which re- 
ceipts have been  issucd. A prominent 
provision-dealer informed the reporter that the 
only thing thatthe Directors could do was to so 
alter the rules that all warehouse receipts on 
provisions shall be registered ina similar manner 
asthose on grain are; so that the buyer could 
identify the lots that had been sold. The receipts 
should ve canceled, and a second delivery could 
then be stopped. They would know at all times 
what was in store. 

From another person it was learned the Board of 
Trade Directors had almost consummated a method 
whereby the abuses complained of would be 
remedied, and that plan had been discussed Yes- 
terday, but no final action, nor none would be, 
until the next meeting. 

Of course the packing companies that have been 
enjoying a bonanza under the present rules of the 
Board. which ostensibiy govern the inspection of 
provisions, are opposed to any change, 60 it is 
said, and an influential kick bas been made and 
will be made by their representatives in the Board 
of Directors. There is a strong pressure on the 
Directors to remedy the evil. and it seems prob- 
able that it will prevail, though the heavy packing 
companies may ultimately defeat it.

THE CLYBOURNS., 
THE OWNERS FROTEST. 

About 350 men, mostly of the lavoring class, 
gathered last night at No. 415 Clybourn avenue 
for the purposed of taking action in condemnation 
of the Clybourn heirs and uniting upon a planfor 
the defense of their own property interests. 

The recent suit brought by Mrs. Clybourn (the 
relict of Archibald Clybourn) and the Clybourn 
heirs is well remembered by the general public.

bounded oy Halsted street, Clyoourn 
avenue, the Nortn Branch, and North avenue. 
Judge Moore decided in favor of the heirs upon 
the ground of a misdescription of property in a 
transfer deed which Archibald Clybourn executed. 
Mrs. Clybourn has gained a suit for dower, and the 
present owners or nolders of the peppery do not 
propose to submittoa giving up of their homes 
without a desperate struggle. Hence the meeting. 

Mr. Charies Hausner was called tothe Chair, and 
Mr. Franklin Hatheway was made Secretary. 

Mr. Lawrence Proudfoot, the attorney for some 
of the present owners, was called upon. He gave 
a detailed account of the Clybourn mortgages on 
Sec. 32, on which mortgages Mrs. Clydourn 
gained her suit for dower. o also explained the 
history and condition of the Bronson & Sheffield 
title, as derived from the mortgares exccuted by 
Archibald Clybourn to Bronson, etc., aud the 
foreclosure of the same in chancery. lle advised 
ai! co act in concert and have no fears. They would 
win their suits and save their homes. 

Mr. liausner spoke in both German and English. 
He told all not to be scared and they would come 
out all right. Above all things they were to pay 
no money to the Clybourn people. Their demands 
were but blackmail, and they knew it. In the 
course of his remarks Mr. Hausner spoke of Mr. 
Parks, the Superintendent of the North Side Roll- 
ing Mills. This genteman, said the speaker, was 
the husband of one of the Clybourn heirs, and was 
particularly active in the prosecution af the 
claim. He had collected some moneys 
from the present holders, and robably 
would attempt to collect more. is posi- 
tion in the rolling milis enabled him to 
demand money of the men under his control, and 
they, if they valued their places in the mills, were 
obligea to give it to him. Mr. Prondfoot had been 
to the President of the mills, and that dignitary 
had said that any such extortion should not go on 
with his knowledge. 

Further speeches were made by Mr. Huns and 
others, all of whom advised concert of action and 
a refusal of the demande of the Clybourna. 

Mr. Franklin Hatheway offered the following 
resolutions, and they were adopted:

Resolved, That we will by all honorable means con- 
tes: the pretended claims of Mrs. Clybourn for dower

32. and to that end, in the protection of our homes 
and faumiiies. we will if neweasary carry the question to 
the Courts of last resort. 

The meeting then adjourned.

INQUESTS., 
ELIZA WARREN. 

Coroner Dietzsch held an inquest vesterday upon 
the body of Eliza Warren, a young woman who 
had been employed as servant in the house of the 
Rev. J. M. Worrall, pastor of the Efehth Presby- 
terian Church. The young woman followed Dr. 
Worrall’s family from Kentucky upon their remov- 
al to this city, and assisted her mother ja the 
housework. She was 21 years of age, and of ex- 
emplary character, but, as the testimony showed, 
bad grieved over leaving her old friends and asso- 
ciations, and had become dissatisfied with her 
position in life, going so far as to say to her moth- 
er and members of Dr. Worrall’s family that she 
wogld as soon be dead as not. 

On Sunday afternoon she told her mother that 
she was going to sleep, and retired to her own 
room, locking the door. Two houre later the 
mother, having become alarmed, entered the room 
by the window and discovered the girlin a coma- 
tose condition. Dr. Skear and McClure were sum- 
moned, and at once pronounced the case one of 
narcotic poisoning. The usual remedies were 
tried, but without avail, the girl only becoming 
sensible for a few moments and dying at 10 o'clock 
in the evening: During the lucid interval she mur- 
mured that she wanted to go to sleep and to be left 
alone. No package or bottle which had contained 
any drug was found, and it is supposed that she 
took the pojson before going into her room and 
threw away the paper or bottle. The medical evi- 
dence showed that death resulted from an overaose 
of pe — and the jury so found, and that it 
was administered by the deceased herself.

THE SCANDINAVIAN SOCIBTY OF FREE-rhINKERS 


] commemorated the eighth year of its existence} last 
evening, in Aurora Turner Hall, corner of Milwau- 


kee avenue and Second street. The spacious place 
was filled with au audience that contained a large 
portion of the best element of the Scandinavian 
population, The exercises were enjoyed greatly 
by all present, and consisted of specch-

Let them 
teach their children that the best way to 
live was to lead an honest, temper- 
ate, and sober life, because 11 was the 
best.

DUTIABLE MATTER. 
ITS TRANSMISSION THROUGH THE MAILS. 

The follewing circular to Postmasters has been 
issued by Postmaster-Genera)] Key: 

When letters, sealed 2 or packages the wrap - 
pers of which cannot removed without destroying 
them, are received in the United States from a foreign 
county and the Postmaster of the exchange office at 
which they are received has reason to believe they con- 
tain articles liable to customs aut he shail im- 
mediately notify the customs officer of the district in 
which his office is located, or the customs officer de- 


| 
also, at the time of Ite arrival, notify the addressee there- 
of that such letter or package has beeu received, and 
is believed to contain articles lable to customs duties, 
and that the same will be returned to the country of 
origin uniess the addressee shall —— at the Post- 
Office at a time tn said notice to oe designated, not ex- 
ceeding twenty days from the date of bald notice, and 
receive and open said letter or package in the presence 
of an officer of the customs. 

Letters and sealed package. or packages the wrap- 
pers of which cannot be removed without destroying 
them, which are suspected tu contain articjes liable tu 
customs duties, and which are addressed to persons re- 
siding outside of the delivery of the United States ex- 
change ofiice where they w first received from 
abroad, shall be furwarded, without longer detention 
than twenty-four hours, to their respective destina- 
tions, marked suspected Mable to customs duties," 
and upon the r receipt at the offices of destination tne 
Post masters thereof shall notify the nearest customs 
officer and the parties addressed. lu the manner and to 
the sau effect as hereinbefore provided in the case of 
similar letters or packages addressed for delivery at 
the panes States exchange office where they were first 
received, 

Unsealed packages received in the mails from postal 
union countries, which are found on examination to 
contain articles Hable to customs duties, shall be treated 
as undeliverable correspondence, and be reitrned at 
once by the United States receiving exchange ofiice to 
the exchange office of the country of origin which fer- 
warded it tothe United States, marked ‘‘subject to 
customs duties; but rnsealed packages of similar 
character reevived in the mails from any country the 
postal arrangements with whien do not forbid the 
transinission of dutlable articics in the mails, or froin 
countries with which the United States has hot con- 
ciuded postal conventions, should be delivered to the 
proper officer of customs for the voilection of the duties 
chargeabie thereon, with notice of such delivery by 
the Postmaster to the person addreesed. ö 

Provided, however, that nothing herein contained 
shall authorize or allow customs officers to seize or 
take possession of any letter or sealed package whiie 
the same isin the custody of a Postmaster, nor until 
after ite delivery to the addressee; and provided 
further, that no letter or sealed package shall be de- 
tained at the office of delivery a longer period than may 
be necessary forthe appearance of a customs officer 
and the addres: ee, in pursuance of the notices herein- 
before provided to be home 

Poatmasters are ex pected to extend to customs officers 
all proper facilities, and to permit such officers as may 
be specially designated by the Secretary of the Treasury 
to have access at ali times to their respective offices for 
the purpose of examining mail matter received from 
forélgn countries in order to protect the customs rev- 
cuue from frauds practiced through the mails.
